1. From on or about Jaauary 1, 1975, up to and 


including the date of the filing of this indictment, in the 


Southern District of New York, FRED STEINBERG and DENNIS 


RIESE, the defendants, and Giovanni Pirina, Chayanon 


Vongckan, Avinash Vashisht, Mohammad Ansari, Phairoj 


Boonamnuaysuk, Phanvika Tansuttivanich, mamed as co-con- 


spirators but not as defendants, and other persons to the 


Grand Jury known and unknown, unlawfully, wilfully and 


ay knowingly, together and with each other did combine, 


conspire, confederate and agree to violate Title 18, United 


States Code, Sections 201(b), and to defraud the United 


States. 


2. - It was part of said conspiracy that the 


defendants and their co-conspirators would and did 


directly and indirectly, corruptly give, offer and promise 


things of value to certain public officials of the United 


States, namely, John Volpe and Joel Moskowitz, Criminal 


Investigators of the Immigration and Faturalization Service 


("INS"), United States Department of Justice, with intent: 


(a) to influence official acts, (b) to influence said public 


. offictals to conmit and ald in committing, and collude in, 


z ~~ and allow, a fraud, and make Opportunity for the commission 


N 
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of a fraud on the United States; and (c) to induce said 


public officials to do and to omit to do acts in violation 
of their lawful dutics, that is, (1) to infl: sce and to 
induce said public officials fraudulently to ¢ . de certria 
aliens with Alicn Registration Receipt Cards (“green cards"), 
‘to which said aliens were not then lawfully entitled under 
the iamigration laws of the United States, and (2) to 
influence and induce said public officials tc disclose to 
the defendants confidential, official information about INS 
investigations relating to aliens illegally employed at Brew 
Burger restaurants for the purpose of influencing the course 
of such investigations and for the purpose of avoiding and 
preventing the arrests of such aliens. 

3. It was a further part of said conspiracy that 
the defendants and their co-conspirators would and did defraud 
the United States and its departments and agencies in 
connection with the performance of their. lawful governmental 
functions by obstructing and hindering, by deceit, craft, 
trickery and dishonest Geans, the Inmigration and Naturalization 
Service of the United States Department of Justice in the 
due and proper administration end enforcement c* the immigra- 
tion laws of the United States, and by depriving INS of its 
lawful right to have its officers free to perform properly, 
impartially and honestly their official functions unhindered 
and uninfluenced by the exertion on them of dishonest, 
unlawful and undue pressure and unhindered end uninfluenced | 
by the offer and payment to tiem of any gratuities, bribes 
or other things of value. 

&. Among the means by which the defendants and 
their co-conspirators would and did carry ouc their agreed 
upon unlawful purposes were che following: 

(a) The defendants FRED STEINBERG and DENNIS 


RIESE offered INS Criminal Investigators John Volpe and 
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Joel Moskowitz bribes in exchange for receiving confidential, 
official information about and influcncing the course of 
INS investigations of aliens working illegally at Brew Curger 
restaurants. 

(b) The defendants FRED STEINBERG and DENNIS 
RIESE arranged for co-conspirators Giovaani Pirina, Chayanon 
Vongchan, Avinash Vashisht, Mohaxmad Ansari, Phairoj BoonamnuaysuX, 
to pay INS Investigators John Volpe and Joel Moskowitz, $5,000 
4m cash in exchange for green cards to which said co-conspirators 
were not then lawfully entitled. 

OVERT ACTS 

In furtherance of, and to effect the objects of 
the conspiracy, .ertain overt act» were committed by the 
defendants in the Southern District of New York, including 
the following: : 

1. On or about March 31, 1975 the defendant FRED 
STEINBERG solicited INS Criminal Investigator Volpe's and 
Moskowitz's participation in a corrupt «rrangement in 
connection with arrests of aliens working illegally at Brew 
Burger restaurants. 

2. Om or about April 29, 1975 the defendant FRED 
STEINBERG solicited INS Criminal Investigator Volpe's 
participation in a corrupt arrangement in connection with 
arrests of aliens working illegally at Brew Burger restaurants. 

3. On or about Nay 6, 1975, the defendants FRED 
STEINBERG and DENNIS RIESE met with Criminal Investigators 
Volpe and Moskowitz at the Brew Burger restaurant, 109 East 


420d Street, New York, New York and discussed with them the 


payment of bribes to Volpe and Moskowitz in exchange for 


confidential inforration as to invescigations which would 
involve the arrest of aliens working illegally at Brew 


Burger restaurants. 
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4&4. Om or about May 6, 1975, the defendant DENNIS 
RIESE mot with Criminal Investigators Volpe and Moskowitz at 
the Beew Surget restaurant, 109 East 42nd Street, Mew York, 
New York, and in the presence of the defendant FRED STEINBERG, 
asked Criminal Investigators Volpe and Moskowitz if they 


could get a green card for Avinash Vashishct, an alien

. working illegally at a Brew Burger restaurant. 

5. On or about May 14, 1975, the defendant FRED 
STEINBERG met with Criminal Investigators Volpe and Moskowitz 
at the Brew Burger restaurant on 52nd Street and Third 
Avenue and offered to arrange the purchase of green cards by 
fllegal aliens for $1,000 per green card. 

6. On or atout May 22, 1975, the defendants FRED 
STEINBERG and DENNIS RIESE met with Criminal Investigatcrs 
Volpe and Moskowitz in front of the Brew Burger restaurant 
at East 41st Street and Second veiciilis ‘the York, New York 
and discussed arrangements to be made for the paynent of 
bribes by illegal aliens in exchange for obtaining green 
earés to which they were not lawfully entitied. 

7. On or about May 22, 1975 the defendants, FRED 


STEINBERG and DENNIS RIESE requested Criminal Investigators 


Volpe and Moskowitz to terminate investigations and arrests 
of illegal aliens at five specified Brew Burger resteuran:s. 
8. From on or about May 27, 1975 through on or 
about June 9, 1975 the defendants FRED STEINBERG and DENNIS 
RIESE prepared, assisted in the preparation and signed INS 
forms on behalf of Phanvika Tansuttivanich, Giovanni Pirina, 
Avinash Vashishe, Chayanon Vongchan, Mohammad Ansari 
and Fhairoj Boonarnuaysuk. 
; 9. On or about June 10, 1975 the defendant FRED 
STEINBERG directed Ciovanni Pirina, Avinash Vashishec, 
Chayanon Vongchan, Mohaczrad Anssri and Pha’roj Poonamnuaysuk 
to go to Room 2147 of the Commodore Hotel on June 12, 1975 


and to bring $1,000 in cash.

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- -~-k0F On June 12, 1975, the defendant FRED STFINCCRG 
and Phanvika Tansuttivanich went to the Commodore Hotcl ond 
received « green card for Phonvika Tausuttivenich.

Phairo} Boonamnuaysuk went to the Commodore Fotel and each 


paid INS Criminal Investigators Volpe and Moskowitz $1,000 


in exchanged fora green card.

The Crowi1g Cock which was owned and operated by the 
company, and that the response was so poor there that 
Dennis asked for permission to run a series of ads for 

a month at our personnel office at 110 West 34th Street 
because he felt that he would get better response perhaps 
from that area. 

The reason that he gave me for that was that 
he and Fred Steinberg were going to have a second meeting 
with the Immigration authorities and as a result of that 
meeting he expected reprisals whereby he and Fred 
Steinberg would be refusing to make a deal which was 
sugyested by the Immigration authorities and which they 


were about to refuse. 
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I asked him, I said, “What kind of a deal are 
you talking about?" 

"wall." he said, “we seo to have a Ict of 
these illegal aliens in our stores," and he says, "We 
are having difficulty staffing them when they raid the 
stores and pull these peoples out,” and he was trying to 
solicit their cooperation whereby that -- 

MRS. BARLOW: Objection, your Honor. 

THE COURT: I think the point of the objection, 
Mr. Dolan, is that we want you to tell us in words or 
substance what was said and not your conclusions. 

But go ahead. Go on. 

Q Do you remember the words that were used, Mr. 
Dolan? 

A Well, what he said was -- when I said to him, 
"what kind of a deal, what are they talking about?” And 
he says, ‘These people are looking for money.”

5 jksr ll2a Government's Closing 1057 
examination of the Government witnesses, the defendants 
say that they did not want to become a party to these 
bribes. They claim that they were trapped into participa- 
ting in this scheme.

The Government submits that the evidence has established 
that the defendants were willing and anxious to bribe 
Volpe and Moskowitz. 

This evidence begins with March 19th when 
Steinberg came running up to Volpe and asking him whether 
they could work something out. This evidence is shown 
again on March 3ist and on April 29th. 

The tape of the May 6th meeting, however, is 
probably the key to this case, especiaily as the defendant 
Riese is concerned. 

Riese will tell you that the tape shows his 


reluctance to bribe Volpe and Moskowitz. We submit that 


the tape shows Riese and Steinberg both wanted very much 


to bribe Volpe and Moskowitz and to work something out 
with these officers. They just wanted it done. Riese 
and Steinberg just wanted it done at the least cost to 
themselves and at the least risk. That is all they wers 
reluctant to do was have expense to themselves personal)y 


and to run any risk. That is the only reluctance there 
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is in this case, and even that is minimal. 

But Steinberg and Riese did want to work some- 
thing out. They were very clear about that. Just as 
Mr. Steinberg has expressed it on the three occasions 
prior to this meeting on May 6th. 

By May 14th Steinberg and Riese had found a way. 
They had made up a scheme to work something out so that 
the money would not come from their pockets and so that 
there would be the least possible risk. They would have 
the aliens between themselves and the Immigration officers; 
it would be the aliens who paid out the money. Tuis was 
the scheme that they had devised. 

You can see it being devised on May 6th when 
Dennis Riese first proposes the use of the green cards,

18th and March 3lst aren't on tape? 

First of all, ask yourselves why Volpe and 
Moskowitz would make up this incident. What possible 
motivation would they have to make it up? Did they look 
to you, when you heard them testify -- you saw them on 
the stanc -- did they look to you as if they were making 
up these incidents on March 19th and on March 3lst? 

But you also have other evidence that those 


incidents on March 19th and March 3lst happened, it hap- 


pened the way Volpe and Moskowitz told you about it. 


These incicents were confirred on the May 6th 
tape. The one thing Mr. Steinberg says tc Mr. Volpe and 
Moskowitz, "I. used to fly when I heard you guys were 
in the store. How many. times did.I.meet .you?" 

And then apparently Mr. Riese knew about it, too, 
because he says, "If we knew that you were coming,the-re 
are certain people out there we really don't mind losing 
out on." 

And then Volpe says, "Yeah, I can understand, 
certainly. We.1, let's see, Fred was saying that, you 
know, the last time we saw him, he said, listen, if you 
can give me an advance notice, tell me what's happening, 
you know.” 


And Mr. Riese says, “Then we could set it up 
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for you to look good. Take some peopl out." 

And Mr. Riese says -- this is all at the 
beginning of the conversation, on Page 8 of the transcript, 
and Mr. Volpe reminded Mr. Steinberg and Mr. Riese, said 
to Mr. Steinberg, "Like you were saying with your car, 
you park it anywhere, you know, you got the P. D. on 
your side, right, you talked about Lindsay and all that 
fine, I don't even want to know about it, that's your 
gig." 

This is on May 6th, on the tape. 

Mr. Volpe is reminding Mr. Steinber that in the 
early meetings he talked about Lindsay. 

And also on this May 6th tape Mr. Volpe reminds 
him and says, “Even before, when you said let's work 
something out, him and 7 knew each other, I mean we go 
out socially and all, but still jobwise we had to feel 
each other out." 

Mr. Moskowitz said, “Just remember the first time 
I met you how I came off of you, you know, things happened, 
you know," Mr. Moskowitz he is referring to when he said, 
"If you say that to me again you will be in big trouble." 

And Mr. Steinberg replies, "Yeah, right, r say, 

I think I said I gave. you. both the same thing .at separate 


times, I said to you, how's about we make some deal and 
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you, no deals." 

The events on March 3lst and March 19th happened 
just as Mr. Volpe and Mr. Moskowitz said they did and 
they are confirmed and corroborated by the conversation 
on May 6th, and you can hear it on tape. 

We also know that on the night of March 3lst 
Mr. Volpe wrote a memo about what Steinberg had said to 
him, and this memo was placed in evidence as Defendant 
Riese Exhibit A. 

In‘this memo Mr. Volpe wrote, "Fred also suggested 
that he could work something out if the undersigned would 
be willing to call him prior to any Brew and Burger 
investigation and advise him as to which location would 
be investigated. That way he could have American help 
shifted to the location under investigation. In addition, 
he would advise the aliens who know themselves to be 
illegal in the United States to run. He added that our 
investigations are hurting their proéaction.” 

This is Mr. Volpe's memorandum written March 


3lst, Defendant Riese Exhibit A, and in the last paragraph 


of that memorandum Mr. Volpe wrote: "Fred also stated 


that his company ‘had che Lindsay administration bought' 
and that 'The police are paid not to ticket his car when 


parked by any Brew and Burger as long as there is a sign 
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in the window stating that the vehicle belongs to the 
night supervisor of Brew and Burger. '" 

Corroboration, the Government submits, that 
the incidents of March 19th and March 3lst happened just 
as Mr. Volpe and Mr. Moskowitz described them for you 
when they testified here. 

And here it was, in this memorandum of March, 
of the incident on March 3lst, Mr. Volpe saying, writing, 
rather, that Mr. Steinberg had told him he would advise 
the aliens who know themselves to be illegal in the 
United States to run. Clearly asking for Mr. Volpe and 
Mr. Moskowitz to do something illegal, improper. 

It is their job to arrest these illegal aliens 
and here on March 3lst is Mr. Steinberg telling Mr. Volpe 
and Mr. Moskowitz that he wants to work it out so that 
the illegal aliens ca. run. 


After Mazch 3lst, Volpe and Moskowitz next 


went to a Brew. Burger on April 29th. That night Volpe 


spoke to Steinberg on the telephone. Again Steinberg 
asked whether they could work something out. 

Ladies and gentlemen, whose idea was this, this 
working something out? Steinberg, three times now, 
Steinberg has come to Volpe and Moskowitz, even after they 


have put him off, even after they have put him off, 
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three times Steinberg is telling them, "Can't we work 
something out?” 

Do you have any question, ladies and gentlemen, 
that Fred Ste “berg was trying to bribe Volpe and 
Moskowitz? Can you have any question about what he meant 
when he told Volpe and Moskowitz tnat t’ Lindsay 
administration and the police were paid of? ‘e clearly 
was suggesting that he wanted to pay off the Immigration 
officers, to 

After April 29th, Volpe and Moskowitz met with 
the FBI agents, and then with an Assistant United States 
Attorney Joseph Jaffe. 

Folowing these meetings, Volpe and Moskowitz 
began an investigation, an investigation that led to 
this trial. 

The defendants would have you believe that 
dur ag that investigation Volpe and Moskowitz created the 
crimes Steinberg and Riese are charged with. It is 
ridicvlous. 

All Volpe and Moskowitz did is what any good 
investigator did; they assembled the evidence to support 


the charges, the investigation that they were involved 


with. They .+-embled evidence of a crime that was being 


committed by Steinberg and Riese. 
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They didn't creat’ crime. They didn't 

<abricate the evidence. They simply assembled the evidence 
td substantiate what had already happenad, a crime that 
was already occurring. 

Is there any other way to investigate bribe 
and to pretend to be a corrupt on the take? Of course 
not. Of course not, because there is no other way. You 
cannot have any -- 

MR. GOULD: I object to tnat,your Honor. There 
is no eviijence to support that etetemenc. That is not 
argument, that there ‘s r> other technique for ir resti- 
gating crimes. 

IASON: I will go along, your Honor. 
COURT: tT beg your pardon? 
TASON: I will move along if I may. 

THE COURT: All right, go ahead. 

MR. IASON: Now, the defendants would have you 
believe that Volpe and Moskowitz were told by Jaffe and 
by the FBI agents t» make a case against Steinberg and 
Riese. 


There is no evidence of that. That is not 


what Volpe and Moskowitz said. That is not what the 


evidence before you shows. 


The evidence shows, first of all, that there 
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were three attempts m ‘e by Steinberg to work something 
out and telling Volpe and Moskowitz about how they worked 
something out with the Lindsay administration, so this 
wasn't Jaffe's idea; this wasn't anything suggested by the 


FBI agents. This is what Mr. Steinberg had suggested. 
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Now , defendant Riese also placed in evidence 
the memo that the FBI agents prepared after talking with 
Mr. Jaffe. 

I would like to read this memorandum to you. 

It says: “On May 2, 1975, Assistant United 
States Attorney Joseph Jaffe, Southern District of New 
York, was advised of the facts of this case. AUSA Jaffe 
stated that if a meeting could be set up between Volpe 
an:i Steinberg and their recorded conversation would cor- 
roborate an actual bribe he would consider prosecution 
under Title 18, Unit.d States Code, Section 201.” 

All Mr. Jaffe was saying, according to this 
memo placed in evidence by the defendant Riese, is that 
if there was corroboration of a bribe, he would consider 
prosecution. 

Does that show -- is that any evidence that 
there was any attempt to try to entrap these men into 
commiting a crime that they were doing? 

After the meeting with Jaffe and the FBI, Volpe 


and Moskowitz go back to a Brew Burger on May 6th. This 


time Steinberg is joined by Riese. He tells the officers 


that he knows about Steinberg's earlier conversations with 
the Immigration officers. For instance, when Riese is 


asking for pass for Avinash Vashisht, Volpe says, “He'll 
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tell you I gave his chick a pass. It's golden." 

And Riese says, "I know." 

He knows about the pass given to Phanvika 
Tansuttivanich, Mr. Steinberg's girl friend, because Mr. 
Steinberg has told Mr. Riese about the earlier meetings 
with the agents. 


And when Mr. Volpe mentioned to Mr. Riese, "Yeah, 


we have been getting in touch with him on the phone once,” 


referring to Mr. Steinberg, Mr. Riese says, “Once Fred 
called me and said the fellows from Immigration are 
there." 

Mr. Riese had been kept informed by Mr. Steinberg 
of Mr. Steinberg's conversations with the Immigration offi- 
cers. 

During this meeting on May 6th, Steinberg and 
Riese make it very clear that they wanted to know just how 
they can work it out with Volpe and Moskowitz. 

Steinberg says. "You know, we can even do it 
like if you hit a store and I come there, * Moskowitz just 
says, “Um,” and Steinberg says, "We could sort of have a 
caucus so that the people on the floor think we're working 
something out, and I'll tell you which ones to take and 
which ones to leave." 


And Steinberg says, "I'll also give you Mexican

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And again Mr. Riese comes back to the same point 
about how they can get caught and he tells them, “I'm con- 
cerned. You made a good point. These people (these cooxs 
and waiters and dishwashers and managers) these people are 
not stupid kids," Mr. Riese Says. “They're very intelli- 
gent. They have gone to college in Thailand. They 're 
going to pick up on the fact that we're Setting them up,” 
Mr. Riese says. "Then we're going to have a riot on our 
hands.” 

Mr. Riese isn't concerned about whether this is 
right, this is proper, this is legal. He is concerned 
because "“'ie are going to have a riot on our hands if these 
people figure out what's going on." 

And then Mr. Riese and Mr. Steinberg explain the 
importance to them of having the information well in ad- 
vance, knowing well beforehand which stores Volpe and 
Moskowitz and the other Immigration officers are going to 
go to because otherwise M . Riese -- and this is Mr. 

Riese again saying, “It still leaves us without a cook or 
something ‘ike that." 

And Mr. Moskowitz says, “You've got to make sure 
your cook is good, your cook and your cashier have to be 
good because they're your key people, right?" 


Mr. Riese says, “Absolutely. “ 
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Mr. Steinberg again, “We can work it out because 
if we know what store they're going to hit we immediately 
put two green cards and cashier downstairs. This is the 
reason we have to have advance information so that we can 
have the legal aliens downstairs, ready to come up if you 
arrest the illegal aliens. Please let v3 wow in advance." 
Mr. Steinberg then says, “I thin: the tip that 
you guys are going to give us is all we can really ask 
for. The rest we are just going tc have to think about, 
how we are going to work it out ourselves." 
Mr. Riese says, “Yeah. Well, we understand that." 
Mr. Steinberg: “We understand." 


And they are just trying to figure out the best 


way that they can do this, Mr. Riese and Mr. Steinberg, 


so that they can get the information they need; so that 
they can have the legal aliens or American help ready to 
replace the illega! aliens who are arrested, so they can 
move out their important illegal aliens whom they don't 
want to have arrested, trying to figure out a way they 
can work this out so they won't get caught. 

Now, at the beginning of this conversation on 
May 6th Mr. Riese made it clear that his principal con- 
cern is keeping his managers. 


Mr. Riese says, "You know, another thing I would 
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like to say is one thine I can't afford to lose, it's 
managers, lose a manager." 

We see this concern about losing managers later 
on and, aS you may recall, the five people Steinberg «nd 
Riese recruit to buy green cards, only one, Mr. Vongchan, 


is not a manager. The other four are all managers. 


And Riese even tells this one -- Riese even tells 


Mr. Vongchan that, "Of the six we are helping," Mr. Riese 


Says, “you're the only one, Chay, who's not a manager. 
You are the only one." He's a cook. 

This is later on, when Mr. Riese is recruiting 
Mr. Vongchan for this, that he tells him that he i. the 
only one who is not a manager. 

Steinberg explains to Volpe and Moskowitz that 
one of their problems is that they pay so little, that 
they have trouble getting American help. 

Mr. Moskowitz had said, “Well,who wants to work 
for $1.75 or whatever it is." 

Mr. Steinberg replies, “And right, the tips are 
like $15 at lunch time. Somebody from a foreign country, 
where their currency is worth less, they are making a lot 
of money, but for an American, you can't live on $60 a 
week," 


And there, ladies and gentlemen, is cone of the 
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Keys to the case; Mr. Steinberg explained to Moskowitz they 
have to hir) these illegal aliens b€cause it's inexpensive 
labor, they're the only ones who are willing to work for 
enis amount of money.

Let there be no mistake about it, and the Govern- 
ment is as aware of it as Mr. Gould and each of you that 
Riese talks about his reluctance and about the risk, but 
first of all we should point out that Mr. Steinberg never 
mentions any reluctance. He too talks about risk, doing 


it in the safest way possible and “business is business." 


He says later on, "We are going to have one quy 


go in there at a time and take the guy we don’t care about 
first. 

Mr. STeinberg is concerned about the risk. He 
tells Mr. Volpe and Mr. Moskowitz many times to be careful 
that the forms are accurate and that it is all done properly 
Mr. Steinberg is concerned about the risk. He never talks 
about any reluctance to go along, er it is not even a 
question of going along with Mr. Steinberg. It is his 
idea. He is immediately asking, "Can't we work something 
out?" He is never reluctant either to bribe Mr. Volpe or 
Mr. Moskowitz or to involve these aliens who themselves 
were to pay the bribe. Mr. Steinberg doesn't want the 
money to come from his pocket. He wants to minimize the 
risk, but he never is reluctant. 

The Government's evidence also shows that Mr. 
Riese is not always reluctant to offer a free pass to 


expensive restaurants and lots of free tickets, but he 
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doesn't want the money to come out of his own pocket. He 
also, Mr. Riese, doesn't want it done in a way that it is 
readily traceable to him. He wants to protect himself, 
so he suggests this idea of keeping aliens in between, 
having them pay the money directly to Volpe and Moskowitz. 
Mr. Riese just doesn't want to get caught. 
His words are very revealing. When Mr. Volpe says, “You 
know the monetary situation. There is no problem. You 
can -- see you there somewhere in a place where we can 
come and talk to you. You talk to me, shake my hand. 
It is all done,” 
Then Mr. Riese says he is worried about the 
risk and that is the worst thing. It is the risk that is 
the worst thing. There is nothing wrong with bribery, 


nothing wrong with being tllegal, but the risk, that is 


what Mr. Riese is concerned about, nothing more. - Mr. Riese 


makes this very clear when he says too a little later in 
the meeting on May 6th, "I don‘t want you guys to think 
th. t I want favors and I'm not going to come through on 
that, because we just have a lot at stake. We have an 
awful lot at stake. I'm not naive." 

He is really very, very reluctant to do it. 
He wants to give him favors, but “We can't do it in a 
way where we ere going to get caught.” He wants to work 
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something © t so that "We can minimize the risk." 

Mr. Riese also wants to get off cheap. Meals 
and hockey tickets are one thing but cash is another. 
Mr. Riese certainly doesn't want the money to come out 
of his own pocket. Mr. Moskowitz says something which 
inadvertently gives Riese the idea to have aliens buy 
the green cards from the Immigratio.: officers and Volpe 
and Moskowitz would be paid off. They would be satisfied. 
They would get their money and some of the top managers 
of Riese and Steinberg would be protected and everyone 
would be happy and in this way the money would come out 
of the aliens’ pockets. Each of them would pay the 
thousand dollars. There would be no cost directly to 
Riese and Steinberg and also the aliens would be the ones 


who would be running the risk. They are the ones who would 


4 
be going up to the Commodore Hotel and handing the money 


to Volpe and Moskowitz. 

Mr. Steinberg wouldn't be giving them any money 
and Mr. Riese wouldn't be anywhere nearby. So this is 
the idea that Mr. Riese gets from a remark of Mr. 
Moskowitz. Moskowitz said, and this is May 6th, "That's 
why guys run after lawyers. That's why this guy charges 
them $2,000. He knows the angles. The angles don't 


always work, but most of the time, if you know what you 
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are doing, right, you get results. " 

Then Steinberg says $500 to ” 

Then Mr. Volpe says, “As far as being crooked, 
it is not being crooked. It's a slight favor.” 

Then Riese says, “Who's gonna pay it, him?" 

Then Mr. Riese says, "If the guy's going to pay 
$1,000 to a lawyer, it certainly is worth the same, or 
five hundred bucks or something like that, to anybody 
to get the papers." 

It is worth it for an alien to pay $1,000 to 
Volpe and Moskowitz to get the papers. Mr. Riese makes 
it very clear, and then he says, "But I would not pay 
the mouey.” 

It is not going to come out of Riese's pocket 
and it isn't going to be traceable to him but he is willing 
to set it up.” . 

Mr. Riese says"I am just talking about invest- 
ment- “ and there is talk about investments in a career. 

Mr. Riese says, “I am not saying that it is 
not worth it. I am saying it is not worth it for me to 
pay it or even get involved in it. That's what I'm saying 


I would love to figure out a way that you could get it." 


That is Mr. Riese. May 6th, "I would love to 
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figure out a way that you could get it.” 

Did Mr. Riese induce, cause, aid and abet -- 
Vashisht and Chayanon Vongchan and Phairoj Boonamnuaysuk 
to pay a bribe to Volpe and Moskowitz? 

You listen, if you have any questions, to Mr. 
Riese saying, "I would love to figure out a way that you 
could get it,' and ask yourselves who figured out the way 
that Volpe and Moskowitz could get the money and thac 
Steinberg and Riese could get the benefits. 


Steinberg comes back to the green cards and 


Says, “Just tell Avinash with the five hundred bucks. 


Don't even show him this card." 


Who has the card? Mr. Steinberg? Mr. Riese 
has the card that he got from Mr. Moskowitz. Mr. Steinberg 
says, “Look, for five hundred bucks you don't have to 
worry about Immigration. Then you gave him a card wai 
told him we are going to get the green card and have him 
pay the money.” 

Have Avinash pay the money. That is what 
Steinberg is telling Mr. Riese. you can see the whole 
idea coming together now. The aliens will pay the money 
out of their pocket and they will run the risk. 


Mr. Riese tells him that he'd like to think about 


it, that he would like to think about it, figure it out 
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as to what the best way to do it is. 


——— 


It is ~lear that Riese is concerned about this 
risk because it is Volpe and Moskowitz who have stressed 
it and they are making it apparent, Volpe and Moskowitz 


make it apparent from the beginning on May 6th that 


what they are talking about is t.ie crime. They say, 


Volpe says, "We are not the first guys or the last to 
work something out with somebody.” And he says it is a 


$300 investment for him and Riese says, "What do you 


mean?" 
And Volpe says, “You know what I mean, our job 
is here. If they find out that we are pnlling strings” -- 
And Steinberg says “A $300,000 investment?” 
Mr. Volpe explains, “When I say $300 investment 
that is like our careers, twenty years of service, our 
salary every two weeks adds up to something." 


Mr. Moskowitz says, “The end of a Government 


Mr. Volpe says, "Well, like I had to -- you know, 
we had to feel each other out.” He says that Mr. Moskowitz 
came from the IRS and "You know, and I never worked in 
the IRS or anything like that, but this is -- I worked 
for a narcotics firm and all that,” but now he was suart 


enough to say he co ldn't say something in front of him 
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because “I was feeling him out and he- wouldn't say 
anything in tront of me because he was still feeling me 
out and now we wind up being co-honchos." 

Mr. Volpe is making it very clear to Steinbera 
and Riese that what they are talking about -- there is a 
risk, there is a danger. It is illegal. Nobody is 


entrapping anybody to do something. He doesn't say it 


is not illegal. It is very clear from the start that 
Volpe and Moskowitz say there is a risk. Again Mr. 
Moskowitz says, “We had to feel each other out. Not 
everybody is super-straight, not ever, ody is human.” 


BEfore the end of the meeting Steinberg brings 


up money again and suggests that Volpe and Moskowitz 


get in touch with him by calling any Brew Burger. 

"What kind of money?” That is what Steinberg 
says. Moskowitz says, “You've got 25 stores." Steinberg 
tells ‘im, “Well, certain of those stores we don't care 
about.” 

Volpe tells Moskowitz to go ahead and Moskowitz 

"I would say $100." 

Moskowitz again asks, "Can you put a monetary 
amount on it, what disruption it causes?" 

And it is after that that Steinberg says, $50,

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is much too shrewd to be trapped into anything, ladies 
and gentlemen. 

Please remember that you are entitled to have 
any of the exhibits during your deliberations and if you 
have any doubt about Riese and Steinberq's desire to 


bribe Volpe and Moskowitz, please listen to the tape, 


particularly the tape recording of the May 6th meeting. 


You will hear that there is just no reluctance. The 
Government submi.ics from the voices alone you could hear 
Mr. Riese and Mr. Steinberg are in no way reluctant to 
do the deal. All they are reluctant to do is face up to 
the risk and to have the money come out of their own 
pockets. 

After the May 6th meeting Riese sent a letter 
to his boss, Mr. Dolan. Riese and Dolan then met on May 
10th and Riese told Dolan that Steinberg had asked the 
Immigration officers whether they could work something out 
and that the officers asked for money. 

Dolan told Riese not to meet with the officers 
again and Dolan told him, "Have nothing to do with this." 

On May 10th Dolan told Mr. Riese, “Have nothing 
to do with this." Riese of course disobeyed. He sent 
Steinberg alone to the May 14 meeting, but Riese showed 


up at the fake raid on May 22 and it was Mr. Riese who 
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took an active role in telling Volpe and Moskowitz on 
May 22 whom to arrest and not to arrest and which stores 
to hit and which to leave alone. It was Riese on the 22 
who first suggested that they get the cook Romano, and 


it was after talking with Dolan that Riese recruited 


Chayanon Vongchan. We know it was after he talked to 
Dolan he recruited Chayanon Vongchan because Riese talxed 
to Naree Vongchan after her brother had run away from 

his restaurant. Chayanon had worked at 52 Street and 
Third Avenue and the Immigration officers met Steinberg 
at 52 Street and Third Avenue on May 14. We know that it 
was after that that Mr. Riese talked to Naree Vongchan. 
We know that the meeting at 52 and Third Avenue had on 
fay 14th so after Dolan told Mr. Riese, "Have nothing to 
do with this," Riese continued to meet with these officers 
on May 22. He recruited Chayanon Vongchan and signed 


the forms. He spent four hours with STeinberg going over 


the forms, and all this after Mr. Dolan told Riese not 


to have anything to do with this. 

Mr. Riese did take pains, though, to keep his 
distance in case anything went wrong and he told Chayanon 
Vongchan that this had nothing to do with him. How could 
it have nothing to do with him if it was he who suggested 


to Chayanon Vongchan that he could buy a green card 
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for $1,000. Ye wants these people to think that he has 
got nothing to do with it, just as he wants you ladies 
and gentlemen to think he had nothing to do with it. 
So Mr. Riese said to Chayanon, "Chay, this has nothing to 
do with me." 

But later on Mr. Riese shows even Mr. Vongchan 
that he is still involved and tells Mr. Vongchan that 
of the six -- "Chay, you are the only cook of the six 
we are helping,” Mr. Riese says. Mr. Riese is helping, 
causing, aiding, inducing these five aliens as charged 
in the indictmer.t, causing them to bribe Volpe and 
Moskowitz, giving them $1,000 for each of the five green 
cards. 

Mr. Steinberg, though, was trying to protect 
his buss, Mr. Riese. Not only was he having almost 
all of the contacts with Volpe and Moskowitz but Steinberg 
also told Pirina not to tell anyone about buying the green 
card, not even Mr. Riese. Why did Mr. Steinberg tell 
Pirina not to tell Riese? 

Riese, of course,knows about what is going on. 
We know that clearly from Chayanon who heard it from 
Naree Vongchan. Steinberg said to Volpe and Moskowitz 


that Riese is spending four hours going over the forms. 


Why does Steinberg tell Pirina not to tell Riese about it? 
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Because Steinberg wants to protect Riese. He wants to 
keep this as far away as possible from him. That is his 
part. He wants to get out in front. tells Parina not 
to tell anyone, not even Mr. Riese. 

In any event, Mr. Riese and Mr. Steinberg con- 
coct a scheme to take money from t he aliens' pockets 
and STeinberg and Riese would have advance notice of 
Immigration investigations so that they could get the 
Immigration officers to arrest any aliens who are trouble- 
some workers and Stein and Riese could also get green 
cards for some of their best workers including the four 
managers and Steinberg coul_ get a green card for his 
girl friend. The Government submits for the. very reasons 
that Steinberg and Riese participated in this scheme. 

So it was that Riese and Steinberg offered to 
meet with Volpe and Moskowitz on May 14th. 

On May 14th right at the beginning of the 
meeting Steinberg explains to Volpe and Moskowitz how 
this scheme is going to work. Now, ladies and gentlemen, 
in view of the claims that the defendants have already 
suggested in their opening statements that they are gq ing 
to make about entrapment, I think it is important to 
point out to you that the evidence, the Government submits, 


shows that this was all Stein and Riese's idea.

Already on May 2lst Steinberg knows how many 


people they have got. He says, “Right, I've got six people, 
the five labor certifications and the one marriage," for 


his girl friend. 


Then they talk again on May 2lst and Mr. Stein- 
berg tells Mr. Volpe which store to go to on May 27th as 
a fake raid. He tells him, "You get my cook," and "Do you 
want me to pick stores with people that you do take won't 
hurt me so much." He's setting people up. 

And Mr. Steinberg on May 22nd, the phony raid, 


Mr. Riese shows up at that time, the time that they are 


having a false investigation and hr. Steinberg immediately 


gives Mr. Volpe the list of five addresses, which stores 


to stay away from, but he doesn't say anything about the 


But Hr. Riese tells Volpe, "What he gave you just 
now is five stores you stay away from and the rest just go

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How did Mr. Riese know what Mr. Steinberg had 
him? Of course they had talked about it before 
and Moskowitz came. Of course Riese is his boss. 
telling Steinberg what to do. 

Then they start talking about the forms, the 
green ca:ds. Volpe says, "I'll get those forms for you 
next week.” 

Steinberg says definitely. Is he reluctant 
to do it? In the middle of the conversation you have Mr. 
Riese saying, “Are you talking about the green card?” 

He knows what they are talking about. Of course 
he does. He says, "He'll give you a card and then they'll 
give you" -- was he about to say money? He was interrupted. 
Mr. Volpe says, "I need a photo when I give you the forms. 
You got to tell them to go to the Five and Ten and get 
four pictures for a half a buck.” 

When Mr. Steinberg says, "Then they will give 
you the money,” Mr. Volpe says, "Give us the money, we 
give them the form." 

Now, a. this point, after having the same con- 


versation a week before in the transcript, "You are talking 


about the green card," and that is Mr. Riese talking, 


and “You'll give them a card, they will give you a" -- 
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Mr. Riese says, "I don't know anything about this. I 

don « even know what you are talking about. Fred, you 
must know what he is talking about.” 

Fred just laughs because, of course, Mr. Riese 
knows exactly what they are .#lking about. Of course Mr. 
Steinberg have discussed this. Mr. Riese wants everybody 
to understand that he is being kept at a distance from 
that so he is not going to run any risk. They are in- 
terested in doing this. Mr. Steinberg says when they get 
the green cards -- Mr. Volpe explains that in five years 
they can become United States citizens. Mr. Steinberg says, 
"That is five years they can work, five years they can 
work for us." 

At a point early in the conversation Steinberg 
says, "Why don't you guys hit 86th and Lexington Avenue." 
That is the one wich that cook Mr. Steinberg didn't like, 
and right at this same conversation Mr. Steinberg says, 
"Yes, 86th and Lex. By the way, I want a ride, to be 
dropped off. Do you guys want to show anything" -- Mr. 
Steinberg is saying, "I want to ride with you guys.” He 


is not afraid of Volpe and Moskowitz. Right at this 


point, Page 7 of the transcript, early on in the conversatio 


on May 22 Mr. Riese turns to Steinberg and he says, "Tell 


them about Romano," so Steinberg says, Steinberg ever 
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obedient does tell them about somebody at 32nd and 

Seventh. He says, "We have a cook there. Let me tell 

you something about that guy." Then Mr. Steinberg explains, 
he says that "He has a green card, although I don't know 
that they are legal papers, but, you know, even if you 
can't pull them” -- Mr. Steinbersc is saying, "If you 

can't pull them, I really would appreciate if you would 
harass him a little bit.” 

Then Moskowitz says, “Where does he come from -- 
Thailand?” 

Steinberg says, “No.” 

“Moskowitz: Mexico?" 

Then Steinberg tells him a little bit about this 
cook at 37th and Seventh, how he pulled a slowdown because 
he wants another cook. 

Ladies and gentlemen, the Government submits 
that nothing illustrates the evil of this scheme more 
than this part of the conversation when Mr. Riese tells 
Mr. Steinberg, "Tell him about Romano,” because not only 
are they getting information from Mr. Steinbers's girl 


friend as to the managers, the ones who do a good job, 


not only are Mr. Steinberg and Mr. Riese getting informa- 


tion as to that so that the illegal aliens, the ones who 


are working for them won't be arrested, but, ladies and 
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gentlemen, Mr. Riese and Mr. Steinberg are setting up the 


people that they don't like. They are setting up the 


people they don't like because they are not good employees. 
They are the ones who are pulling a slowdown. The cook 

at 32nd and Seventh is pulling a slowdown, Mr. Romano. 

So nothing shows the evil of this scheme to bribe Volpe 
and Moskowitz more than Steinberq's and Riese's desire to 
set up Romano, even though Steinberg says, "He may have

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customers walking out like crazy. He refused to cook 
more than one order at a time and if there is a well done 
on the order h* wouldn;t start a rare on the second one 

till he finished the well done on that order. He told the 
dishwashers not to understand English when the managers 
talks to them." 

And Mr. Riese again comes back to the scheme 
with the green cards for the aliens and he says, "We're 
not giving you business." 
Volpe says, "We couldn't walk in and start 
doing that.” 
Mr. Riese says, "We're just sending you some 
people that we know who need some help.” 


Can there be any question that Mr. Riese knows 


full well the scheme that Mr. Steinberg has worked out 


with Volpe and Moskowitz? 

So Mr. Steinberg rides uptown with Volpe and 
Moskowitz and explains that he can't afford to pay for 
the green card for his girl friend. Moskowitz and 
Volpe say, “Okay, that is all right, you'll get it for 
nothing." 

And then in the same part of the conversation 
going uptown -- Mr. Riese, of course, is not in the car 


with them -- Mr. Volpe says, "Well, you say you and Riese

Remember on May 14 it was Steinberg who brought 
up that he didn't want to sponsor all of them. Volpe 
says, "You and Riese are going to sponsor them; right?” 


And Steinberg says, "Yea) . we)l me and somebody 


He is once again protecting Riese and not saying. 
Who else could it be and who else ir fact ends up sponsoring 
them? 

Mr. Steinberg explains, "Well, I'll just take 
care of it and I'll say Dennis, he doesn't want to get 
involved with anything not legal.” 

All he means is that he doesn't want to get 
caught being involved with anything not legal. Do we have 
any reluctance to set up and participate? Of course not. 

On May 27th there is another phone call. Mr. 
Volpe tells Steinberg about that, that he has the forms 
and they agree to meet so that Volpe can give Steinberg 
the forms. Steinberg now asks for the special form for his 
girl friend, the marriage form, and Steinberg, who brings 
up the marriage form for his girl -- 

MRS. BARLOW: Objection. That is a characteri- 
zation and not in the evidence. The evidence clearly 


shows the only one who asked for the marriage form was 
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brought up by Mr. Volpe. On his own admission he was the 
one who susaested it. I move for a mistrial, your Honor. 

MR. IASON: May I read from the transcript evi- 
dence?

Then they talk about 
pewter mvjs on the wall and deer heads and Steinberg 
asks Volpe and Moskowitz, “Are you 24 hour peace officers? 
Don't you have to wear a gun?" 

And Mr. Steinberg starts talking about him 


getting a gun. He says, “Some detective was really hot 
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on me getting a gun license because I'm around at night." 

Mr. Steinberg has no fear of guns. He Says, 
“I want to get myself a gun." 

Mr. Moskowitz says, "What kind would you get? 
Get yourself a magnum.” 

Mr. Ste 2rg says, "A .38. It's too heavy." 

He is very knowledgeable about guns. He is 
not afraid of guns, so they go to the back and they talk 
about forms and they go into detail of what Steinberg 
showed the aliens to fill out each of these individual 
forms. 

Mr. Moskowitz nd Mr. Volpe say, "Keep it to 
you and Dennis, keep it to you so nobody else will know." 

Steinberg reassures him: "I'm just as nervous 
about this as you guys are." 

He is not reluctant. He is nervous. He Knows 
it is illegal. He says let's hope this goes right. 

Volpe again tells Steinberg, “Have the aliens 
get four photos, four passport photos in the five and 
ten.” 

Remember Steinberg tells each of them to get 
four passport type photos. They talk again and in a few 
days Steinberg says, tells Volpe on the telephone --

All Mr. Steinberg is worried about is telling

Statement. They talkec about there being no perjury, no 
lies in these forms. Mr. Steinberg is sure that these 
aliens, as he has told him earlier, aren't going to tell 
anyone. Nr. Steinberg is sure that these corrupt cops, 
Volpe and Moskowitz, aren't going to tell anybody, so the 
only way they can get caught is false statements on these 
forms and so Steinberg is telling them, "Why don't you 
guys study carefully these thee applications." 

Then he says, "Dennis and I sat for four hours 
and we studied che answers on every Single form that we 
wrote out.

going to get caught because he is not paying the money 
directly to Volpe and Moskowitz.

All I meant to 
say, and please excuse me, Mr. Gould and ladies and gentle- 


men, that the five aliens were sent on this journey that 
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led to the Commodore Hotel on June 12, 1975 by Fred Stein- 
berg and Dennis Riese, 

Ladies and gentlemen, the Government submits 
that not only were the bribes paid, not only did Steinbera 
and Riese work together to have these bribes paid, but 
that there was no entrapment. 

The evidence is quite clear. First of all, tir. 
Steinberg and Mr. Riese had several months, really, from 
the time this started, from March 19th to June l2th to 
think about this scheme. When you talk about entrapment 
you talk about something that happens quickly before you 


have a chance to realize what you are doing. But this 


happened over the course of some period of time. 


And then there is Mr. Steinberg who reminded Mr. 
Volpe and Mr. Moskowitz on June 12th that Mr. Steinberg 
and Mr. Riese were businessmen. They are not naive. Mr. 
Riese says that they are not naive. They understand what 
is up. 

Mr. Volpe and Mr. Moskowitz from the start made 
it clear that what they were doing was illegal. They 
talked about the risk they were running and the $300,000 
investment that they had in their careers. Mr. Steinberg 
explains to Volpe and Moskowitz they are almost clear. 


They have got all the aliens out of the Brew Burgers. 
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Tnere is no pressure. There is nothing. Their business 
isn't going to be shut down if they don't go along with 


Volpe and Moskowitz. 


As a matter of fact, Mr. Dolan, their boss, tells 


them not to do it. He tells them to go out and hire other 
people who aren't illegal so they won't have a problen. 

It is clear Mr. Dolan will support them if there is any 
problem with the Immigration Service arresting their em- 
ployees or any point of extortion. 

It is clear that they have plenty of time to 
think about this. Mr. Steinberg and Mr. Riese are told 
it is illegal. They are told by Mr. Dolan. 

MRS. BARLOW: I object, your Honor, on the ground 
that there is no evidence in the record that Mr. Steinberg 
was told anything by Mr. Dolan.

gentlemen: The defendants' arguments, the arauments of 


Mr. Gould and Mrs. Barlow, stand the world on its head. 
It is ridiculous to say that these two men, 
Mr. Volpe and Mr. Moskowitz, entrapped these two men, Mr. 


Steinberg and Mr. Riese. 


Ladies and yentlemen, you have heard the evidence 
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over the last seven or eight days of the trial. I needn't 
repeat it to you again. 

You have heard that these men, Mr. Volpe, Mr. 
Moskowitz, on three separate occasions were solicited by 
Mr. Steinberg. They didn't do anything, jump after these 
men, Mr. Steinberg and Mr.Riese, the first time, the second 
time, even the third time.

sibility of evidence should not be considered by you in 
aay respect. And in this connection I should say that | 
counsel not only have the right but they are also under 

a duty to present whatever legal objections there may be 


to the admissibility of evidence. Of course, stitements 


made by counsel in argument as to the admissibility of 
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evidence are not themselves evidence. 

Now I should also renind the jury that what is 
said between the Court and counsel during the trial should 
be disregarded, and in this connection I am reminded of 
the frailty of human nature. Sometimes judges are im- 
patient. From time to time, I have been impatient with 
counsel. It is a fault on my part and you are asked to 
forgive and to disregard it. 

Counsel on both sides have been able, devoted, 
and their zeal on behalf of their respective clients is 
commendable. 

I also should remind the jury that occasionally 
I may have asked questions of one witness or the other. 

If so, it was solely in an attempt to make something clear 
for the jurors and should not be taken as any indication 
of any opinion by me as to the guilt or innocence of either 


defendant or as to the credibility of any witness. 


The fact that the Government is a party and that 


the prosecution is brought in the name of the United States 
of America does not entitle the Government or its witnesses 
to any greater consideration than that accorded to any 
other party. 

At the same time, the Government and its wit- 


nesses are entitled to no less consideration. All parties, 
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Government and individuals alike, stand as equals here be- 
for the bar of justice. 

The Government has the burden of proof to estab- 
lish the charges against the defendants beyond a reasonable 
Goubt. It is a burden which never shifts and it remains 
with the Government throughout the «rial. 

A defendant does not have to prove his innocence. 
On the contrary, he is presumed to be innocent of the 
accusations contained in the indictment. 

The presumption of innocence disappears only 
if and when you are satisfied that the Government has 
Sustained its burden of proving the guilt of a defendant 
beyond a reasonable doubt. 

And in weighing the evidence to determine whether 
the proof has been beyund a reasonable doubt you should 
consider the quality and substance of the evidence and not 
the quantity or the number of witnesses. 

Now we speak so frequently, as you heard, of 
proof beyond a reasonable doubt. What is a reasonable 
doubt? It is a doubt founded on reason and arising from 
the evidence or the lack of evidence. It is a doubt which 
a reasonable person has after carefully weighing all the 
evidence. It is a doubt which is substantial and not 


merely shadowy.

A reasonable doubt is one which appeals to your 
reason, your experience, your judgment, your common sense. 
It is not an excuse to avoid the performance of an un- 

“sant duty. It is not sympathy for a defendant. 

A reasonivle doubt is not a vague, speculative, 
imajinary doubt, but such a doubt as would cause prudent 
people to hesitate before acting in matters of importance 
themselves. 

If you are confronted with an important decision, 
and if after reviewing all the factors that are pertinent, 
you are beset with uncertainty, with doubt, unsure of your 
judgment, then you have a reasonable doubt and, conversely, 
taking into account all the elements that pertain to the 
problem, if you have no uncertainty and no reserve about 
your judgment, then you have no reasonable doubt. 

Now, ~wembers of the jury, proof beyond a reason- 
able doubt does not mean proof as to a positive certainty, 
nor does it mean proof beyond all possible doubt. If that 
were the rule, few men or women, however guilty, would ever 
be convicted because it is virtually impossible for a per- 
son to be absolutely and completely convinced of any 
controverted fact which is not capable of being proved to 
a mathematical certainty. 


In consequence, the law in a criminal case is 
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that it is sufficient that the guilt of a defendant be 
estabiisned beyond a reasonable doubt and not beyond all 
possible doubt. 

Now, the indictment, as I believe I reminded the 
jurors several times, is merely an accusation. It is a 
charge. It is not evidence and it is not proof of the 
guilt of either defendant. 

You should not give any consideration or weight 
to the fact that an indictment has been returned against 
these defendants. They have each pleaded not guilty. 

Now, Mac Foreman, members of the jury, up to 
this point these have been instructions as to general 
principles of law. Now we are about to address ourselves 
to the subject matter of the indictment here on tvial. 

Before we discuss the charges in detail, we 
should look at some of th2 background, 

You know, of course, that there are citizens of 
the United States and other persons who are aliens, that 
is, they are uot citizens of the United States. All citi- 
zens of the United States are entitled of right to be in 
this country.

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Aliens are entitled to be in this country under 
certain conditions. In this case on trial a number of 
aliens are involved, but for the issues which you the jury 
are to decide it is of no moment whether these aliens were 
in this country legally or illegally. 

Under the law, however, all aliens in this country 
for 30 days or longer and who are above 14 yeare of scge “re 
required to apply for registration and to be fingerprinted. 

The law further provides that every alien who has 
been rejistered and fingerprinted shall be issued an alien 
registration receipt card. 

Now, this alien registration receipt card iz the 
green card to which you have heard many references. 

The law further requires that every alien shall 
at all times carry with him and have in his personal pos- 
session an alien registration receipt card as issued to him. 

It is of no relevance to any issue here whether 
any of the aliens involved were or were not entitled to 
have green cards, the alien registration receipt ca.ds to 
which I just x«efe red. 

But I wanted to mention this point of the back- 
ground situation for your information. 

Now, members of the jury, we turn to the indict 


ment and to the specific offenses charged. There are seven 
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charges, seven separat charges, as you may remember, each 
stated in a separate sec..on of the indictment called a 
count. You need not try to remember the numbers of the 
separate counts as we discuss them. I propose to give a 
copy of the indictment to Madam Foreman for your convenient 
use during your deliberations. 

I believe it will be easier for you if we just 
take up Counts 3, 4, 5, 6 and 7. These counts all charge 
the same offense, but involve different aliens. Each of 
these counts charges the two defendants, Mr. Steinberg and 
Mr. Riese, with aiding and abetting an alien to violate a 
Federal law against the bribery of public officials. 

The law applicable to each of these Counts 3, 4, 
5, 6 and 7 is Section 201(b) of Title 18 of the United 
States Code, which provides in pertinent part as follows: 

“Whoever directly or indirectly, corruptly gives, 
offers or promises anything of value to any public official, 


or offers or promises any public cfficial to give anything 


of value to any other person or entity, with intent to 
Q 


influence any official act or to influence such public of- 
ficial to commit or aid in committing or coliude in or allow 
any fraud or make opportunity for the commission of any 
fraud on the United States, or to induce su: public offi- 
cial to do or to omit to do any act in violation of his 
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lawful duty, shall be guilty of an offense.”

violation of his official duty. 

In this connection I instruct you that as a 
matter of law Immigration officers Volpe and Moskowitz were 
public officials within the meaaing of the applicable 
statute. 
Now, to do an act knowingly is to do it deliberately 
and intentionally and not by accident or mistake or some 
other such innocent reason. 

To do an act corruptly means simply to do it 


with a bad or evil motive er with a bad or evil purpose. 
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It is not an element of the cffense that the 
official offered, promised or given something of value be 
in fact influenced or that the official act intended to be 
influenced be an imprci per or illegal act. 

It is also no defense that the official act sought 
te be influenced would have been done anyway, whether or 
not the bribe were offered or promised. 

The purpose of the statute is to discourage esnvne 
from seeking an advantage by attempting corruptly to in- 
fluence a public official regardless of the kind of official 
act sought to be influenced. 

The offense is complete when the bribe is offered, 
promised or given with the necess. ry corrupt intent. What 
happens thereafter is irrelevant. Indeed, if a bribe is 
offered with the necessary corrupt intent the offense has 
been .mmitted even if the public official should refuse 
the bribe. 

Now, against that explanation of the law I am 
going to read Count 3. 

Count 3 reads as follows: 

"The Grand Jury further charges: 

"From on or about March 31, 1975, up to and in- 
cluding June 12, 1975, in the Southern District of New York, 


Fred Steinberg and Dennis Riese, the defendants, unlawfully, 
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wilfully, and knowingly did aid, abet, counsel, command, 
induce and procure Giovanni Pirina unlawfully, wilfully and 
knowingly, directly and indirectly, corruptly to give and 
offer things of value, to wit, $1,900 in United States 
currency, to public officials of the United States, namely, 
John Volpe and Joel Moskowitz, Criminal Investigators cf 
the Immigration and Naturalization Service, United States 
Department of Justice, with intenc: (a) to influence 
official acts; (b) to influence said public officials to 
commit and aid in committing, and collude in, and allow, 

a fraud, andi make opportunity for the commission of a fraud, 
on the United States; and {c) to induce said public offi- 
cials to do and omit to do acts in violation of their law- 
ful duties, to wit, to influence and induce said public 
officials fraudulently to provide Giovanni Pirina with an 
Alien Registration Receint Card to which Pirina was not 
then lawfully entitled under the Immigration laws of the 
United States." 

And, of course, to this count as to all the other 
counts in the indictment, the defendants have each pleaded 
not guilty, which raises the issues here to be decided. 

Now, Count 4 is identical to Counc 3 except that 
instead of Pirina, Count 4 names as the alien involved

Coun is the same as Covnts 3 and 4 except 


that Count 5 names as the alien involve i Chayanon Vongchan. 
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count 6 is the same as Counts 3, 4 and 5, except 
that it names Mohammad Ansari as the individual alien the 
defendants are charged with having aided and abetted ina 
violation of the law. 

And finally, Count 7 is identical with the other 
counts to which I have refe:red except that it names PJ -- 
I hesitate to try to pronounce his name -- Phairoj 
Boonamnuaysuk -- but he said he was often called PJ. 

And Count 7 names PJ as the alien the defendants 
are charged with hav‘.g aid. ani abetted to violate the 
law. 

Now, members of the jury, in connection with 
these counts, Counts 3 through 7, you notice that the 
defendants are not themselves charged with giving money 
to public officials. As to these counts the Government 
relies on Section 2 of Title 18 of the United States Code, 
which reads in relevant pari as follows: 


“Principals. Whoever commit an offense against 


the United States or aids, abets, counsels, ~ommands, in- 


duces or procures its commission is punishable as a prin- 
cipal. Whoever willfully causes an act to be done which, 
if directly performed by him for another would be an 
offense against the United States, is punishable as a 


principal.”

Now, this means that not only is the person who 
commits an illegal act, the person usually called a prin- 
cipal, guilty, but anyone who aids and abets him in the 
commission of the act is likewise guilty of committing 
that illegal act. 

Now, in order to find that a defendant aided 
and abetted another to commit the offenses charged in these 
counts, you must find that the defendant in some way asso- 
ciated himself with the criminal venture, that he par- 
ticipated in it as something he wished to bring about, 
that he by his act or acts endeavored to make it succeed. 

In determining this question, you may consider 
whether a defendant had a stake in the venture. The par- 


ticipation by a defendant may be shown by any act designed 


to promote or further the crime, even of relatively slight 


importance, which you find was committed by a defendant. 
But to find a defendant guilty of aiding and abetting you 
must find something more than mere knowledge that a crime 
was being committed, because a spectator at a crime is 
not a participant. 

It is not necessary, however, to find that a 
defendant himself did any of the acts since participation 
in the crime can, for example, be found if you find that 


he counseled and helped, aided and abetted another to 
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commit the crime. 
Now, Madam Foreman, ladies and gentlemen of the 
jury, let us turn to the first count, the conspiracy count. 
The first count in the indictment charges the 
two defendants with a conspiracy to violate the Federal 


bribery statute which I explained to you. 


A conspiracy, which is sometimes called a partner-| 


ship in crime, because it involves collective or organized | 


action, presents a greater potential threat to the public 
interest than the illegal activity of a single wrongdoer. 

Group association or organized activity renders 
detection more difficult than in the instance of a single 
individual. 

For this and other reasons Congress has enacted 
a special law which provides that any person who conspires 
to violate a Federal law is guilty of a separate ofiense. 

Now, Madam Foreman, ladies and gentlemen of the 
jury, I will re-i the firs* count to you. 

“The grand jury charges: 

"1. From on or about January 1, 1975, up to 
including the date of the filing of this indictment, in 
the Southern District of New York, Fred Steinberg and 
Dennis Riese, the defendants, and Giovanni Pirina, 


Chayanon Vongchan, Avinash Vashisht, Mohammad Ansari, 
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Phairoj Boonamnuaysuk, Phanvika Tansuttivanich, named as 
co-conspirators but not as defendants, and other persons 

to the grand jury known and unknown, anlawfully, will- 
fully and knowingly, together and with each other did 
combine, conspire, confederate and agree to violate Title 
18, United States Code, Section 201(b), and to defraud 

the United States. 

"2. It was part of said conspiracy that the 
defendants and their co-conspirators would and did directly 
and indirectly, corruptly give, offer and promise things 
of value to certain public officials of the United States, 
namely, John Volpe .nd Joel Moskowitz, Criminal Investiga- 
tors of the Immigration and Naturalization Service, United 
States Department of Justice, with intent: (a) to in- 
fluence official acts; (b) to influence said public 
officials to commit and aid in commiting, and collude in, 
and allow, a fraud and make opportunity for the commission 


of a fraud on the United States; and (c) to induce said 


public officials to do and to omit to do acts in violation 


of their lawful duties, that is, (1) to influence and to 
induce said public officials fraudulently to provide cer- 
tain aliens with Alien Registration Receipt Cards (green 
cards), to which said aliens were not then lawfully en- 


titled under the Immigration laws of che United States, 
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and (2) to influence and induce said public officials to 
disclose to the defendants confidential, official informa- 
tion about INS investigations relat’ng to aliens illegally 
employed at Brew Burger Restaurants for the purpose of 
influencing the course of such investigations and for the 
purpose of voiding and preyenting the arrests of such 
aliens. 

"3. It was a further part of said conspiracy 
that the defendants and their co-conspirators would and 
did defraud the United States and its departments and 
agencies in connection with the performance of their law- 
ful governmental tunctions by obstructing and hindering, 
by deceit, craft, trickery and dishonest means, the Immi- 
gration and Naturalization Service of the United States 
Department of Justice in tue due and proper administration 
and enforcement of the Immigration laws of the United 
States, am by depriving the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service of its lawful right to have its officers free to 
perform properly, impartially and honestly their official 
functicas unhindered ari wninfluenced by the exertion on 
them of dishonest, unlawful and undue pressure and unhin- 
dered and uninfluenced by the offer and payment to them 
of any gratuities, bribes or other things of value. 


“4. Among the means by which the defendants and 
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their co-conspirators would and did carry out their agreed 
upon unlawful purposes were the following: 

“(a) The defendants Fred Sterinberg and Dennis 
Riese offered Immigration and Naturalization Service 
Criminal Investigators John Volpe and Joel Moskowitz 
bribes in exchange for rece ing of confidential, official 


information about and influencing the course of Immigration 


and Naturalization Service investigations of aliens working 


illegally at brew Buryer Restaurants.

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"“(b) The defendants Fred Steinberg and Dennis 
Riese arranged for co-conspirators Giovanni Pirina, 
Chayénon Vongchan, Avinash Vashisht, Mo):ammad Ansari, 
Phairoj Boonamnuaysuk, to vay Immigration and Naturalization 
Service Investigators John Volpe and Joel Moskowitz $5,000 
in cash in exchange for green cards to which said co- 
conspirators were not then lawfully entitled. 

"OVERT ACTS 

"In furtherance of, and to effect the objects of 
the conspiracy, certain overt acts were comnitted by the 
defendants in the Southern District of New York, including 
the following: 

po On or about March 31, 1975, the defendant 
Fred Steinberg solicited Immigration and Naturalization 
Service Criminal Investigator Volpe's and Moskowitz’ par- 
ticipation in a corrupt arrangement in connection with 
arrests of aliens working illegally at Brew Burger res- 
taurants. 

"2. On or about April 29, 1975, the defendant 
Fred Steinberg solicited Immigration and Naturalization 
Service Criminal Investigator Volpe'’s participation in a 
corrupt arrangement in connection with arrests of aliens 
working illegally at Brew Burger restaurants. 


"3. On or about May 6, 1975, the defendants 
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Fred Steinberg and Dennis Riese met with Criminal Investi- 
gators Volpe and Moskowitz at the Brew Burger restaurant, 
109 East 42nd Street, New York, New York and discussed 
with them the payment of bribes ti Volpe and Moskowitz 
in exchange for confidential information as to investiga- 
tions which would involve the arrest of aliens working 
‘legally at Brew Burger restaurants.

Now, that is the charge in the first or conspirac 
count and, as I have said, the defendants have pleaded not 
guilty to that ccunt and the other counts as well. 

In order <o convict each of the defendants on the 
first count, the Government must prove beyond a reasonable 
doukt the following essential elements: 

First, the existence of the conspiracy as charged 
in the first . count of the indictment; 

second, that the defendant Steinberg and that 
the defendant Riese each knowingly associated himse  f with 
that conspiracy; and, 

third, that one of the conspirators knowingly 
committe.i in the Southern District of New York, which so 
far as this case is concerned means the Island of Manhattan, 
at least one overt act at or about the time and place 
Plleged in the indictment. 

It is not required that the Government prove that 


a conspiracy started and ended on the precise dates alleged 
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in the indictment. It is sufficient if you find that in 
fact a conspiracy was formed and existed for some time 
within that period and that at least one overt act was 
committed ian that period in furtherance of the conspiracy. 

No members of the jury, the offense of conspirac 
is complete when the unlawful agreement is made and any 
single overt act is thereafter knowingly committed by at 
least one of the co-conspirators. 

Now, members of the jury, the question, of course, 
arises: What is a conspiracy. Essentially, it is a com- 
bination or an agreement of two or more persons by concerted 
action to accomplish a criminal or unlawful purpose as 
charged in the first count here, to violate the Federal 
Bribery Statute. 

The gist of the crime of conspiracy is an unlawful 
combination or agreement to violate the law. 

Whether or not the conspirators accomplish what 
it is they allegedly conspired to do is immaterial to the 
question of their guilt or innocence of the chrge of 
conspiracy. In other words, the success of the conspiracy 
need not be proven. 

A conspiracy has sometimes been called a partner- 
ship in crime, a partnership in criminal purpose, in which 


each member becomes the agent of every other member. 
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To establish a conspiracy the Government is 
not required to show that two or more persons sat down 
around a table and entered into a solemn compact orally 


or in writing, stating that they had formed a conspiracy, 


setting forth _e details of the plan, setting forth the 


part each was to play. 
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It would be most extraordinary if there ever 
were any such agreement. Your common sense will tell you 
that when men or women or both are in fact undertaking 
to enter into a criminal agreement much is left to unex- 
pressed understandings. 

From its very nature a conspiracy is almost 
invariably secret in its origin and secret in its execu- 
tion. It is sufficient if two or more persons in any 
manner, through any contrivance, impliedly or tacitly, 
come to an understanding in common to violate the law. 
Express language or specific words are not required to 
indicate assent or attachment to a conspiracy. 

Now, in determining whether there has been an 
unlawful agreement, you may judge acts and conduct of 
the alleged members of the conspiracy which are done to 
carry out an apparent criminal purpose. Usually the 
only evidence available is that of disconnected acts, 
which acts, when taken together, in connection with each 
other, show a conspiracy or agreement to secure a par- 
ticular result as satisfactorily and as conclusively as 
more direct proof. 

If, for example, several persons gather together 
and shortly thereafter there is concerted action among 


them, with each doing something related with activities 
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of the others, all of which contribute in the same or 
similar manner toward the accomplishment of the same un- 
lawful purpose, such evidence would support the inference 
that those persons had conspired to accomplish that pur- 
pose. 

If you do conclude that a conspiracy as charged 
in this first count did exist, you must next determine 
whether each defendant on trial was a member of the con- 
spiracy, that is, did he knowingly associate himself with 
the conspiracy? And in making this determination, you 
should examine and consider all the relevant evidence. 

Now, I said once before, and I repeat it here, 
to do an act knowingly means to do an act voluntarily and 
not because of mistake or carelessness or accident or 
some other such innocent reason. 

Now, members of the iury, mere association of 
a aefendant with an alleged conspirator or even mere 


knowledge of the conspiracy does not alone establish his 


participation in the conspiracy if you find, in fact, 


that a conspiracy did exist. 

In determining whether defendant was a member 
of the conspiracy, you should consider whether in some 
sense he promoted the venture, made it his own. 


If there was in fact a partnership in crime, 
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2 then any act, statement or declaration of one partner in 
3 furtherance of the partnership purposes, becomes the act 
4 and statement of all the other partners, even though in a 
5 given case they might not even be present.

Now, members of the jury, the guilt of a con- 
Spirator is not governed by the extent or duration of 
his participation in the conspiracy or whether he had 
knowledge of ail the operations and all the conspirators. 
Some conspirators play minor parts; others play major 
parts. Even if a conspirator joined the conspiracy after 
it was formed and was engaged to a degree more limited 
than that of other conspirators, he is equally cnlpable 
So long as you find that he was a member of the conSpiracy. 

In a word, it is not required that a person be 
a member of the conspiracy from the Start. He may join 
it at any point during its progress and be held respon- 
sible for all that went on before and all that may be 
done thereafter, so long as he remains a member of the 
conspiracy. 

Now, & word about intent. Intent, of course, 
involves the state of mind of a person, and while it is 
a fact, it is a fact which it is impossible to prove by 
direct evidence short of an express admission by a defen- 
dant, 


Like any other fact, intent may be proved by 
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circumstantial evidence and proof of the circumstances 
surrounding a given transaction may supply an adequate 
and convincing basis for finding the intent of the defen- 
dant. 


Now, we have one last count to consider. That 


is Count 2. But before coming to that count and reading 


it, I think it would be a good idea for us to take a short 
break. 

These instructions are necessarily a little 
lengthy, and I think we should stretch a little bit, so 
you may retire to the jury room for a few minutes, and 
we will resume in a moment. 

(Jury left the courtroom.) 

THE COURT: Suppose we take a few moments break. 

(Recess. )

THE COURT: Now, members of the jury, we were 
about to consider the last of the seven counts to be 
discussed, and that is Count 2, which reads as follows:

commit and aid in commiting, and collude in, and allow, 

a fraud, and make Opportunity for the commission of a 


fraud, on the United States; and (c) to induce said public 


officials to do Or omit to do acts in violation of their 


lawful duties, to wit, to influence and to induce said 
public officials to disclose confidential, official 
information about Immigration and Naturalization Service 
investigations of aliens illegally employed at Brew Burger 
Restaurants, to influence the course of such investigations, 
and to avoid and to prevent the arrests of certain aliens 
illegally employed at such restaurants."

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The charge here is a violation of the same statute 
I explained to you in connection with the first group of 
counts we considered, Counts 3, 4, 5, 6 and 7. 

For you to find a defendant guilty on Count Zs 
the Government must prove beyond a reasonable doubt each 
of the following essential elements: 

First, that free meals were offered to public 
officials Volpe and Moskowitz; 


second, that this was done knowingly and corruptly 


third, that this was done with intent to influence 
an official act or to influence the public officials to 
commit, aid or allow any fraud or to make an opportunity 
for the commission of a fraud on the United States, or to 
induce the public officials to do or not to do some act 
in violation of their official duty. 


Now, Madam Foreman, ladies and gentlemen of the 


jury, each of the defendants asserts as a defense that he 


was the victim of an en rapment. Now, this expression 
entrapment is a legai one having a meaning which may not 
be the same as that of pupular speech or colloquial usage. 

A basic feature of entrapment in the legal sense 
is that the idea or design of committing the crime 


originated with a law enforcement officer rather than with 
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the defendant, that the defendant had no previous disposition, 


intent or purpose to commit the offense, that the law 
enforcement officer implanted in the mind of an innocent 
person the disposition to commit the alleged offense, and 
that the law enforcement officer instigated and incited 
the commission of the offense in order that the defendant 
might then be arrested and prosecuted. 

The defense of entrapment is based upon the 
policy of the law not to ensnare cr entrar innocent persons 
into the commission of a crime. But a line must be drawn 
between the entrapment of the unwary innocent and the trap 
for the unwary criminal. 

In this connection, it may be pointed out that 
law enforcement agencies frequently use investigations 
and informants in order to enforce the laws. 

The use of such methods is not in any way for- 
bidden by law. This is so because criminai activity is such 
that sometimes stealthand strategy are necessary to cope 
with it. Whether or not the jurors personally agree with 
the pe .icy of using such methods, you must bear in mind 
that they are not unlawful. Therefore, the defense of 
entrapment is not available if the Government merely induced 
the commission of the offense. 


Inducement, of course, includes soliciting, 
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proposing, initiating, broaching, suggesting the commission 
of the offense charged. 

Even if there was inducement by the Covernment, 
the defense of entrapment is not available if you find 
from the evidence beyond a reasonable doubt that a defendant 
was ready and willing to commit the crime, such as that 
charged in the indictment, whenever the opportunity was 
offered, and the Government merely offered the opportunity. 

If, on the other hand, you should find that a 
defendant had "© previous interest or purpose or intent 
to commit any offense of the character here charged and 
did so only because he was induced or persuaded or talked 
into it, so to speak, by some agent of the Government, then 
the defense of entrapment is a good defense and the jury 
in that event should acquit such a defendant. 

Now, as to the burden of proof uu. the issue of 
entrapment, if you find that there is some evidence of 
inducement by a Government agent or agents of the illegal 
conduct, then the Government has the burden of proving 


beyond a reasonable doubt that such inducement did not cause

witnesses and the credibility of witnesses.

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In weighing and determining the credibility of 
witnesses, you will rely on your experience in everyday 
business and social life. 

As practical men and women, you have drawn the 
benefits of your experience. If you find that any witness 
testified falsely as to any material fact, you may reject 
the whole testimony of that witness or you may accept such 
part as you do elieve or you may find corroborated by 
other evidence in the case. 

You may also consider whether a witness has any 
interest in the matter on trial which might affect his 


testimony. 


You may consider this interest in weighing the 


testimony. 

An interested or motivated witness is not neces- 
Sarily uaworthy of belief. It is only a factor to be 
considered by the jury in determining what weight to give 
the testimony. 

And in this connection yeu recall the Government 
called as witnesses a number of persons who openly admitted 
their involvement in the offenses here charged. These 
witnesses were the aliens Pirina, Vashisht, Vongchan, 


Ansari and PJ.

prehension of the tape recordings. They are not indepen-

dent evidence of the conversations, and in your understanding 


of the taped conversations, you should be guided by what 
you heard on the tapes, and the transcripts are simply as 
aids in that endeavor. 

Now, members of the jury, we come really to the 
end of these instructions, and I want to say that each of 
you jurors is entitled to his or her opinion. You should, 
however, exchange views amongst yourselves. each with your 
fellow jurors. That is the very purpose of jury delibera~ 
tion, to consider the evidence, to discuss the evidence, 
to listen to the arguments of fellow jurors, to consult 
with one another, and to reach a verdict based solely and 
wholly on the evidence, if you can do so without violence 
to your individual judgment. 

Each one must decide the case for himself or her- 
self, but you should not hesitate to change an opinion 
which after discussion with your fellow jurors appears to 


be mistaken in the light of the discussion viewed against 
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the evidence and the law. 

You are not to yield your conviction, however, 
Simply because you are outnumbered or outweighed. Your 
final vote should reflect your conscientious conviction 
as to how the case should be decided. 

Now, members of the jury, any verdict must be 
unanimous, that is, as to each defendant and on each count, 
the verdict must be unanimous. 

The jury is not to consider or in any way to 
speculate as to the punishment which a defendant may re- 
ceive if he is found guilty. 

Under your oath as jurors you cannot allow a 
consideration of the punishment which may be imposed upon 
a defendant, if he is convicted, to influence your verdict 
in any way or in any sense to enter into your deliberations. 

The function of the jury is to determine the 
guilt or innocence of a defendant on the basis of the 


evidence and instructions as to the law. 


It is the Court, the judge alone, who has the 


responsibility and the duty of determining the sentence, 
if there is a conviction. 

The charges here, members of the jury, are most 
serious. The just determination of this case is important 


to the public. It is equally important to each of these 
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defendants. 

Under your oath as jurors, you must decide this 
case without fear or favor and solely as I have said in 
accordance with the evidence and the law. 

If the Government has failed to carry its burden 
as to any count or counts as to a defendant your sworn 
duty is to bring in a verdict of not guilty as to such 
count or counts. 

If the Government has carried its burden as to 
any count or counts against a defendant, you must not 
flinch from your sworn duty, but you must bring in a ver- 
dict of guilty on such count or counts. 

The case of each defendant should be considered 
separately as if he were alone on trial. Thus, there are 
various possible verdicts. You may find each defendant 
guilty. You may find each defendant not guilty. You may 
find each defendant guilty on some counts and not guilty 
on other counts. 

I am not suggesting any of these alternat.ives 


to you. I am merely trying to make it clear that you must

consider the guilt or innocence of each defendant eee 


and that each count of the indictment ought to be con- 
sidered separately as to each defendant.

If during your deliberations you wish to see 
any of the exhibits, Madam Foreman should send out a note 
by the marshal and we will send the requested exhibits in 
to you. 

1f you should wish any testim-ny read to you, 
Madam Foreman should likewise send a noce by the marshal 
and your request will be considered and if granted arrange- 
ments will be made. 

Now we have reached that part of the trial where 


we must excuse our alternate juror, Miss Gibbs. I hope 
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you realize that although we must, according to our prac- 
tice, now excuse you, you have served as effectively and 
as faithfully as if you were to deliberate as one of the 
twelve. 

You cealize that we must have alternate jurors 
as a protection against emergencies because if we don't 
have alternate jurors, we have to start at the beginning 
and have the whole trial over again, and, indeed, you have 
seen that we lost one during this trial.

the beginning of your instructions, when you were explain- 


ing the alien registration receipt cards, the green cards,

was entitled to a green card without any standards or 
requirements being enforced by the Immigration laws, and 
the problem with this is that the jurors could come in and 
think if any alien could simply get a green card, what is 
this all about? I know the Court did tell the jurors at 
the conclusion of that section that whether an alien was 
entitled to a green ci. rd was not an issue in this case, 
whether these aliens were entitled to a green card, but I 
do think tha‘. there is a problem here, and as I heard the 
Court's instructions it was tantamount to saying that any 
alien in the country was entitled to a green card. 

THE COURT: I said that all aliens in this country 
for 30 days or longer, and who are above 14 years of age, 
are reguired to apply for registration and to be finger- 
printed. The law further provides that every alien who 
has been registered and fingerprinted shall be issued an 
alien registration receipt card. That is Section 1304(d) 
of Title 8.

JOEL. 
JOEL? 


I hope the fellow doesn't get mixed 
up. I got a beer coming. 


So what's doing? 
Not too much. 


Youlnow you really blitzed me there for 
awhile. 


Yeah. Well that's what we are here to 
talk to you about. See if we can slow 
that down somehow, you know. 


Yeah. You bet. I'll tell you whatever 
you did, it worked. Let me tell you, um. 


Your girl's uh, alright, right? 
Yeah right, she's Okay. 


I told you that's the way the pass is 
going to work, so... 


She has a weak heart, you know. 


A weak heart? Or a broken one if she 
gets sent back. 
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Know 


(Laughs.) She really has a weak heart. 
She was held up once and she massed 
out. Passed right out. 


Really? 


Yeah. She starts to shake. 

So, well, what do you call it, well 
anyway, I tell you some of the things 
we did as a result of the blitz. Just 
to show you that you are successful, 
you konw. 


You still got a lot of people that can 
go, you know. 


Some of. A lot of these, uh, have, 
have gone down to get their working 
permits, uh, got green cards, married 
to Americans There are still 

(Tais?) (PHONETIC) that are legal. 
There are a few. 

Um. It's made, er, we've made a wire. 
Hey, how ya doing? 


This is DENNIS REISE. 


Oh, DENNIS REISE, how ya doing. 


JOE, JOHN VOLPE. This is my fellow 
supervisor and my best friend. 


Oh. That's good. 


Uh, we've made it mandatory, green cards 
mandatory when we hire now. ‘Ye do not 
accept anybody that's illegal. And, 

uh, you know, we feel the same about this 
whole situation as you do. “that happened 
was, we hired these Tais before Immigration 
started to hit us, and we didn't want to 
start going around and firing them. We 
have unicn problems to begin with, 


Yeah. 
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Um, aS a resuli:, when we started to 

have problems with you, Uh, we made, 
we immediately made it mandatory for, 
to you know, before we let them work, 
to have a green card. We are all in 
the same boat, you know what I mean? 


Yeah, 


But we were stuck with a lot of people 
from the Fort Lauderdale. 


Had problems a year ago. And a 
couple of your guys from Immigration 
told us, listen, there's unemployment. 


Oh, that's still, still running 
rampant, you know. 


So you know what we did, and we still 
do it to this day, we run ads once every 
two weeks for waiters and waitresses. 


Huh? 

We don't get the beople answering the ads. 
Yeah, that's it, so, so listen, you know 
we were blitzing, ya know, now I'm 
running the show at night so... 

You are running the show? 

Yeah, see now we can, ah, we can cool 
everything down completely, and you can 


keep whatever you want coming, you know, 
like.... 


Oh, I want, I wanna, I want to get them 
Out of there, out of the stores. I, uh, 
I - I don't want them around. I don't 

want to be breaking any laws. 


They're good workers. 

They're great workers. 

That's it, ya know, you are gonna 

have a difficult time getting the people 
to answer your ads. 
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But, uh... e 
So, a well, like I've been holding off 
for awhile, you know. 


You*ve been good for the last week. 


Yeah, well that's cause I just started 
taking over, sc there’s no problem any 
more, but uh... 


You know, for awhile there we were, it 
was actually affecting our business, 
daytime and nighttime, we were short 
crew and there was no way that we could 
immediately rebuild our crews after 

that blitz, so that we were continuously 
short on the floor, we continuously had 
customer problems, we couldn't get good 
service, anytting that we did replace, 

of course, were brand new trainees. 


Yeah, that's bad. 


And after that blitz it definitely had an 
effect on our business, we don't mind 
Immigration at all. I mean, we're -- 
we're Americans and you, uh, it just the 
way you were scheduling them, you know, 
simultaneous blasts that you were giving 
us. 


You sent them over to Lexington Avenue 
to another place. He wasn't really 
supposed to be there. He was at the 
wrong place at the wrong time. 


Well, they hit 58th and Third, 790, 740. 
know the thing is, it's not only the 
stores that you hit, once the crews from 
the other stores find out that you're in 
town. 


They make a call to another store, and 
they run out. 


All the crews that aren't even setting 
hit start disappearing. So if you pick 
up thirteen people, I am short a 100. 
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Yeah, well, yeah, I can widerstand 
the precautionary measures, right. 


We lost so many cooks this past week, 
and like I say, ya know through natural 
attrition you are going to hit a store 
every once in a while. I will let you 
pull the whole store. I don't mind. 


Not only that, if we knew that you 

were coming, there are certain people 
who we really don't mind losing out on. 
In other words, cook (PHONETIC) one man, 
he'll carry that whole kitchen. 


Yeah. I can understand, certainly. 
Well, let's see, FRED was saying that 
ey know, the last time we saw him, 

e said listen, if you can give me an 
advance notice, tell me what's happening, 
you know. 


Then we could set it up for you to look 
good. Take some people out. 


Well that's it, you see, if I come to 
a place after we have been to it for 
so long, then I, I get nobody, even I 
come out with one or two, I can say, 
listen, they're changing their -hole 
thing you know, the whole operation is 
changing on their part. But then, ya 
know I am the boss. 


Right. 


They don't know, only I know what is 
going on. 


That means you can't get rid of some 
of these people, is it unionized? 


Now that all of this has been happening 
the union, I would not consider it a 
problem any more, because there is 
nothing they can really do. Tney would 
be breaking the law in forcing us to take 
the people back, so that's gone. Before 
we knew what the story was, they were 
saying... 


Well, that's because we... 
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(INAUDIBLE) there were cases where 

you hit a store where we had bad 

union peoblems in (INAUDIBLE) every- 

thing is set up 100 times over, 

esrecially a store that has a Local 
wnaion like this one. 


Yeah. 


And the Commodore. Those people after 
30 days start to make a lot of money. 


Well listen, you said ya know, e 
couple of times you want to try and 
get rid of some of the bad guys and 
Ou want to rotate your good help out 
and around. Well that's why I came 
over, to have a couple of beers with 
you, tc tee if we can work something 
out about it, because like I said, 
now I am where I want to be, I am a 
honcho. There's no problem. 


Yeah, ~ight. Well, I thought that 
(2 words UNINTELLIGIBLE) right at the 
beginning. 


Well, yeah, you know what it was, I was 
not the boss then and I said, "Jesus, 
if I was, if I was in the risht." 


Now the pass you gave me is even more 
valuable, 


Now the pass is golden, right. 
(LAUGHING ) 

They can't, you see, now even if they 
do bring her and my name is on that 
pass, she leaves. There's no problem, 
guaranteed. 

Okay. You have no problems there. 


Thank you. I wasn't sure. That was 
yours, ha-ha, 


So, er, like I say... 
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Ya know another thing I would like 
tosay, it's one thing I can't afford 


to lose, it's managers, lose a mancer.... 


Well, you lost a couple of managers 
and you lost a couple of good cashiers. 


Now listen, I want to bring something 
up to you, we were in one place once and 
I knew this guy was going to move into 
the girl's slot as the cashier. I 
mean, the girl goes, "Go ahead and 
count the money,” and then she looked 
at me and says, "Well, he only counts 
the pennies and he is here waiting fr 
his friend." I said, alright, I am. 
going to break horns because I was just 
new in this line and I said, "Well,let 
me see, see if I can work it out, see 
what happens with the other guys, you 
know, that I am working with, but him 
and I are the honchos." 


How are you? 


This is Mr. BRAVO, JOE BRAVO. 
This is JOHN VOLPE. 


How are you doing Mr. BRAVO? 
JOEL MOSKOWITZ. 


VOICE JOEL MOSKOWITZ, he is also a supervisor, 
with us. JOHN VOLPE. 


JV How you doing? So now that I am in a 
honcho slot, we can work something out. 


FS Yeah. I would really like that. 
Okay, so it's..... 
That's one thing that I could simply, 
anything else is bad, maybe narrow it 
down to about three of them that don't 
have green cards. 


If we lose them, I'm dead. 
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You run the show pretty much yourself. 


DR Sure. Sure, not only that, when he is 
not around at night, the managers run 
the store. Sc if something comes in 
at 10 o’clock and pulls this guy out, 
he is going to stay until 7 o'clock in 
the morning. 


JV Seven o'clock? 

DR Yeah, well these guys work from seven 
to seven. 

JM Open all day, all night. 

DR We leave three or fur of our stores 
are (and you have been to a couple 
of them(?)) 

FS And one thing we can't afford to lose 


is definitely a manager. 


JV We even had, er, some of these guys we 
got that are new, they kind of get on 
the bandwagon. Hey, listen, I was just 
talking to this Mexican dishwasher, he 
says he lives downstairs. Forget about 
it,and write him up. He is an illegal 
alien, don't start screwing around. He 
Says, well, what are you going to do 
VOLPE, listen I am a boss now, I am 
signing the papers, wha* are you going 
to do? What are you going to try and 
bring harboring charges and stuff? You 
can't do it, not with one guy, you don't 
speak enough Spanish, he don't speak 
enough English to get anything together. 
I says forget about it. Some of these 
new guys aren't too smart. They got to 
get broken in. I have been there two- 
ari-a-half years and I know what's go- 


ing on. 
DR You have been there two-and-a-half years? 
FS Take careofthis glass. 
DR Do you want to have dinner? 
-ll- 
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JM I guess I will have another drink. 

JV I am alright with the beer so far. 

DR We have some good burgers. 

JV I was looking at that guy sitting next 


to me and I said that's not a bad 
looking burger. 


JM We have not come to eat in one of your 
stores in quite awhile, since we have 
been doing our thing, because you never 
know who might recognize you. 


JV Well, you see, now, see, what we do 
now is we w lked in here quiet and 
people kind f looked. 


.* JV I said I just want to talk to FRED, you 
know, cail him up. 


FS That windbreaker gives you away, as 
soon as I hear I say, was JOHN VOLPE 
there. Well there is a guy with a 
blue windbreaker with curly brown hair. 


DR But, well, how do you know. Ch, you 
talked to JOHN. 

FS Yeah, right. 

JV Yeah, we've been getting in touch with 


him on the phone, once. 


DR Once FREL called me and said, “Huh, you 
fellas from Immigratior are there." 


JV See, well, now our job is now to cruise, 
make sure the other guys ¢ren't moon- 
lighting under the lamp post or some- 
thing, and uh, it comes nine O'clock and 
nobody is in there. 


FS I used to fly when I heard you guys were 
in the store. How many times did I meet 
you? 
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Yeah. 
Will those guys be coming in without you? 


I give the assignments out, so I just 
don't give... 


You know from personal experience here, 
you're familiar with the business, you 
know the other places where, you know, 
it's not Tais, Mexican, etc. A Creek 
Slovaki joint, you know, there's 
plenty of pickings. 


Listen, we passed a couple of places 
coming down the block. I can assign 
two cars over chere if I want, no 
problem. They got one place, they 
got the next place. 


How many cars do you have on a shift? 
On this shift? 

On your shift. 

Twenty or 22. 


I saw them with four cars in just the 
Brew Burgers 


And there's another, what, 8-to-5 shift? 


We work around the clock. Seven days 
a week. 


Seven-thirty, not around the clock, 
it is not scheduled around the clock. 


Well we don't hit between midnight and 
eight. We're there, we got men stationed 
in the office in case the police in 
Newberg called up, and they got three 
people. 


Is there ever a raid between midnight 
and eight? 


No. 
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Not as a rule. Not unless it is 
scheduled. Not unless somebody has 
to do it. 


You, you run into problems. You have 
to process them in 24 hours. You do it 
to a guy, pick a guy up Friday night. 
You have got to vrocess him yourself. 

I don't mean process him. We process 
him. He has to be served with an 
order to show cause. 


Well, that's - that's where it comes 
down. It does not work out good. 


Because +here is more wor’: for us that 
way. 


I got to call my home because I am late. 


Go ahead. So you know, like you said, 
see if we can get somethins together 
here. You know, work someching out. 
You want to talk to the boss or some- 
thing? See what's going on because we 
won't bother these places any more, 
you know, ‘cause otherwise these guys, 
they know that it is easy pickings in 
Brew and Burger, and even if, er, even 
if they come and get two or three out, 
they're still happy. So I just keep 
them away now. 


Question is, send twe guys out in a car, 
you want two guys to come in with people. 


What do you want me to light this with, 
my good looxs? 


Yeah. 
Ha, ha. 


Rub your fingers togetiier. Mor» or 
less, we're not on a quota. If you 
bring in a person per man, it's 
acceptable. So you know, instead of 
sending out four cars with eight guys 
having to take out eight people, you 
come in one car and we take out two 
people. 
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You know, we can even do it, like, if 
you hit a store and I come there. 


Umm. 

We could sort of have a caucus so 

that the people on the floor think 
that we are working something out, and 
I will tell you which ones to take and 
which ones to leave. I will always 
give you Mexican dishwashers. 

Alright, oh, that's good. No problem. 
EWI's. 

Yeah, those we can always get. 

We got a guy last Sunday, he wasn't a 
Mexican, you know, usually the Thai 
(PHONETIC) people they don't bother, 
they don't give us no troubles, but 
this guy fought, he bit a guy on the 
hand. Last Sunday. 

No, it was two Sundays ago. 
Thirty~fourth Street. 

Yeah, two Sundays ago. 

Yeah. 


We had to take him to the hospital. 


Now this gets the guys hostile, and 
they want to hit you more than ever, 
and they did I think, did they take 
out, yeah, they took out a couple of 
more Brew and Burgers right after that. 


Came here again. 


I don't know if they came here again. 

So they go... a couple of them. There's 
a couple cf good prospectives, you can 
keep everybody, you I:now, there's no 
problem. 
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When do you usually open up the 
upstairs in this place, only on the 
weekends? 


No when it's busy. Like if there's 
a concert in the Garden, a ballgame. 


Circus? 

Circus, right, lunchtime. 
Lunchtime, too, because you see lunch- 
time you probably have 15 in help 
here, 20? 


No not any more, during the busy season. 


Yeah, that's what I mean, during the 
busy season. 


Yeah. Definitely. 


What's it take for us to figure out 
what your busy season is? 


Yeah, right, just stop and get the 
schedule for the Garden. 


Yeah, basketball games. 


Oh, there's no way we can trick you, 
you can walk into the store any time 
of the day, and, er... 


Lunch time --- this is a good lunch area 
right? 


There is no way I can tell you which 
stores to go or not to go because youre 
going to get them in any store you walk 
into. 


Yeah. 


Well that's what we say, we don't have 
to walk into any stores. vou know, 
like I said, there is a lotta more 
chains out there we hit, er 
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Tad Steak House. 


Roast Beef and Brew, or Steak and Brew, 
over here. We took out six, we were 
only going in for maybe two, six or 
seven, couple of girls, couple of guys, 
you know. 


Another beer? 


Yeah, let me finish this off. I could 
use a couple. 


He wants to know if he can leave or 
not. I said, "I'm not your super- 
visor." I told him to ask him. 


Is that how it works here? 


Hey, TONY, bring me another beer please. 


What do you want? 
Another beer over here. 
Here. 


What would be the best way for us to do 
it? Would you want to do it that way? 


You call the shots and we will see. 
We will see, you know. 


Do you have a common basement down here? 
Well, for this store not. 

Yeah, we went down to this one place 
once, we took some people down to 
change their clothes. They had a 
common basement. 


The Commodore, right, that's a 
hotel on 42nd Street. 


I don't know if it is one of your stores 
or not. 


Yeah. We have got a guy out of the Busy 
Butcher, or something. 
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Ciro's Pizzeria, next door or something. 
Yeah, that was us also. 

He was coming down to get some ice. 

Tne Busy Butcher is you, too? 


No, wot the Busy Butcher, the pizza 
>- ace. - 

Cicero's Pizza. Yeah, that's what it 
was, with the straw hat. 


Oh is that.. is that your place too? 


He went down to get ice and he never 
got back with it. 


We have the circus. 


The Busy Butcher came in to get some- 
thing for the other store, and you 
picked him up. That was our man anyway. 


Well, what do you mean have more than 
just Brew and Burger. 


Brew Burgers, well, that's our divi- 
sion, but the company is bigger than 
that. 


Oh, hey, tell us who the company, and 
er, like I say, you don't own Tad's, 
you're not par* of Roast Beef and Brew, 
are you? 

No. 


You're not part of Steak and Brew are 
you? They're separate entities all 
around. 

Bun and Brew or whatever. 


That's different also. 


Except forthe Brew Burgers, we are 
mostly big restaurants. 
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Childs, Childs, Childs. 

Childs is yours? 

Childs? 

Yeah. Cobs Corner. 

Tell us who they are, you know. 

Luchow's, Riverboat (l-second UNINTELLIGIBLE) 
All those big places. 

Luchow' s? 


One hand washes the other. We can see 
what's going on. 


We would not go into Luchow's anyhow. 
The place is too big. 


I was just thinking about these small, 
my places, Childs, Cobs Corner, Brew 
Burger, that's about it. 


You can lose people, yeah. 


Luchow's is too big, sometimes we 
consider, did you ever live in 
Brooklyn? 


What? 


Brooklyn, live in Brooklyn, Lundy's, 
are you familiar with Lundy's? 


Yeah, right. 


It would take us about 50 guys to cover 
that place. There's so many doors. There 
must be a hundred, a hundred waiters. I 
eat there all the time. Mostly 
Trinidadians. 


They don't recognize you, huh? 


Naw, we never go, we can't go in there. 
We don't have 50 guys. 
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Fifty guys at one time S85 OF... 


Do you have an agent there named 
GRESICK? (PHONETIC) 


GRESICK? Sure, ED GRESICK. You know 
ED GRESICK? He does not do any field 
work any more. He is in the Frauds 
Unit. 


In where? 


He's in Frauds. (Simultaneously with 
MOSKOWITZ) 


What are you, Customs? Is that ahh...? 
Immigration 

Department of Justice. 

Immigration. Yeah, Customs is Treasury. 


So what would be the hest wav for us 
to do this? Walk into a store, call 
me and I come there? 


No, no, no, no, no, nO. We call you 
an hour, hour-and-one-half tops, an 
hour-and-a-half. you juggle what you 
want to juggle. you got your no good- 
niks, say go over here. 


You call me back, or even just, or we 
will just take it for granted you did 
it. You don't even have to call me back. 


Now I am not going to step on nobody's 
toes, but would it be better if you 
give him a call around 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon? I mean could, could 

we do that? I'll tell you why. 


2:00 to 10:30 shift, 
we ahk, it could be worked out. 


I'll tell you why. 


Because I have to give the assignments 
Out before that. 
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(one-second interpose) Somenlace at 9:30. 


If you called him at 8 o'clock, well 
he has already got just a certain 
amount of cooks around at night, and 
you know, he has got to transfer, 
transfer one guy there to get caught. 
The guy's gonna know. 


So you meet at 4 o'clock. You can 
pick up temporary help you. elf. 


Yeah, right, then we schedule extra 
cooks. 


At four o'clock, then we schedule 
extra cooks. We have .10 cook there, 
we go in there. 


Yeah. 


Yeah, well you know, that's what we 
are here to talk about. 


See but then what happens is when we 
start putting people in these stores 
that are gatting hit, it will look 
like we are setting people up. What 
I was thinking of doing if he calls 
me and tells me what store, we will 
decide who we're gonna save. I go 
there, I talk to him on the side 
personally, and that's it. 


T will tell you what's touch about 
that, like say you have... 


You see that's going to bri; some- 
thing down on us, because sonebody 
might call up and say, "Hey, 
Immigration was here. Some green 
card who had a fight with a guy from 
Thailand, who doesn't have a green 
card. Say hey, when Immigration was 
over here and they took out this one. 
this one, this one, but they left 
this one, this one and this one, 
without talking to them.” 
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Without even talking to them. 


Well you know best. I am just 
wondering. 


Unless you can clue your manager in, 
of your store. You know, tell him 
to make this guy scarce for a half 
hour, like your cook, cashier or 
whatever the person may be. 


Well, rather than send people in, 
what we will do is, we will send 
people out. 


Yeah, right, because you know, we 
are going to go through the basement. 


I am concerned, you made a good 
point. These people are not stupid 
kids. 


No, they are not at all. 


They are very intelligent. They 
have gone to college in Thailand. 
They 2-e going to pick up on the 
fact that we are setting them up, 
then we are going to have a riot 
on our hands. 


You let us handle that part. you 
are not going to have no problem 
because we can always say that 
even if we have to take somebody 
in that you want, it doesn't 

mean they have to be 
written up. 


We can dwuauwy .t up. Sit them in a 
room separately and let everyone 
else think he was written up. 


Or either just sit them there and 
take biographical data, and then, 
ahh, and then, er, that section was 
destroyed, you know. 


And destroy everything later. 
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It still leaves us without a cook 
or something like that. 


You have got to make sure your cook 
is good. Your cook and your cashier 
have to be good. Because they're 
your key people, right? 


Absolutely. 
Possibly you can overstock one store. 
Well, look, if you tell us.... 


Put two extra waiters in there and 
make sue two of them are no good. 


We can work it out. .Because if we 
know what store they are going to 

hit, we immediately put two green 

cards and cash downstairs. 


Well what do you do when we go to 
a store now? 


You juggle, right? After we leave 
a place, you got to juggle. 


And let them pull the waiters. 


So tell everyone else that you got 
to juggle. 


Let's put it this way, then at night, 
instead of going over, hit two and 
three places. I'll say we have been 
hitting Brew and Burger. We have been 
hitting them hard. Go to one and at 

4 o'clock you are going to know that 
we are going to 86th Street and 
Lexington Avenue. 


So you have enough time to juggle it 
any way you want it. 


So the way we have been picking these 

eople up, they have been saying they 

ve been juggling so we can, you 
know, you juggle the one store just, 
well I need a cook over here. I need 
a dishwasher, I need a waiter over 
here. You take the good guy that's 
wet and you put him over there. 
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I think the tip that you guys are 
going to give us is all that we can 
really ask for. The rest we are 
just going to have to think about, 
how are we going to work it out 
ourselves? 


We can work it out on the phone. 
If you say well, what am I going to 
do about such-and-su h? 


Just try to make it so that you never 
leave us with nothing, because if we 
walk out with nothing... 


Well, we understand that. 


Yeah, we understand that, we don't 
want to double cross you. 


Because the other guys say, "Hey, 
listen, went to Brew and Burge~ 
and there was nobody there.” 


No, no, I can't believe that. 

I can't believe that. 

We understan@ 

We came out with five or six. 

Hey, listen, you guys are doing us 
the favor, we are not going to stab 
you in the back over’ this thing. 
You have the power to cripple us if 


we ever do that to you and we realize 
that. 


I am in this position now. I got 
what I want. I will be working 
nights now. You know this is it. 
I guess what it was, was a test to 
see who was going to be able to 
make it. 
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We are just going to have to 
realize that we are going to 
sacrifice three or four that we 
want to save, to keep one or two 
that we want to keep. 


Well, you can always pick up more. 
You run ads every one or two weeks, 
right? 


Yeah, well ahh, we just can't save 
everybody that we want to save. 


Because from past experience, I 

know the same way you guys know that 
when you run ads and this is not 
with just your organization, every- 
body says, “Hey, listen, we run the 
ads and nobody comes, none of the 
Americans come, nobody from here, 
nobody from there". 


Well who wants to work 
for $1.75 or whatever it is. 


And right, the tips are like $15 at 
lunchtime. Somebody from a foreign 
country, where their currency is 
worth less, they are making a lot 
of money, but for an American, you 
can't live on $60 a week. 


Oh sure, but some of these guys ya know, 
some guys regularly take home that you know, 
you see how they live. 


Another thing is if, you know, they 
are going to one place on 86th Street, 
you could not work it out (INAUDIBLE) 
968 or something, we have a nearby 
store, that night, you might just have 
two cooks in that nearby store so that 
you could send one over. 


Yeah, you juggle your personnel, you 
know, have the second.... 
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I would keep the second cook on the 
other side of town so nobody would 
know that we were ready when 
immigration came and se gotta still 
acs. like we are surprised by this 
whole thing. 


All you have to tell them, you know, 
what you tell them, "Hey, we just 

got hit in this store by Immigration. 
You got to run over there." 

I will put two cooks in 1481. 

Can you call him when you come into 
the store? Give him some time to 

get there before you take them out? 
(12-second gap on tape) 

That's what we are here to talk about, 
you know. that's what FRED said to me 
before and I said, "Hey, listen," you 
know. 

Maybe drive somebody over. 

They have been doing that anywry. 


Yeah, like I saved his girlfriend, you 
know. 


When are you going to get Married, in 
the summer? 


Umm. 


I am getting married in June myself. 


I thini. I can zun that whole route 
all the way. Now you, you got to 
give us the list of the other Places, 
you know, this Cob's place and this 
Childs, Childs, because you gotta 
remember if the guys are go‘*.. to

You hit two or three chain stores 

at the same time more or less the 

heat gets over to them, that's why 
Tad's, you know, Childs, we never 

even thought about. 


But nobody before. Everybody else 
talk to them and they say, “Hey; I 
don't know what to do, you know, 
you're taking my help, you're taking 
my help". He was smart enough to 
say, "Hey, listen, let's try and put 
something together here." So 

I thought about it and we were talk- 
ing about it, Listen it never hrrts, 
he's got, er, we are not the first 
or the last guys to work something 
out wits somebody, you know, so it's 
a $300,000 investment for him and me. 


What do you mean? 

You know what I mean, cur job is 

here, they find out that we aré 

pulling strings and, ahh... 

Three hundred thousarad dollar investment? 
Well, when I say $300,000 investment, 
that's like our careers, 20 years 
service, our salary every two weeks 

adds up to something. 


Gove-nment job. 


Plus a little pension and plus pro- 
bably doing a little time in the 
slammer, Now, that's, ahh, I figure you 
guys, he looks smart, he is a sharp 
looking guy and ahh, you know, as a 
matter of fact, TURNER says hello. 


Is TURNER the one that turned every- 
body onto this thing? 


No. 
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TURNER did not even know it. He is 
working days. 


This happened more like an accident. 
TURNER knows nothing. 

Ya know who TURNER is? 

Laundry maz\. 


TURNER does not even know. TURNER 
does not work, er, nights. His wife 
just had a baby, by the war. 


Oh, no kidding. 
Send 'em flowers. 


Sunday or something, he is on cloud 
nine or something, ya know. 


Ha-ha. 


Because he saw that, we were in the 
office one morning, we were still 
working on paper work from the night 
before, he said, "Hey Brew Burger," 
then he said, you know, "I work for 
Consolidated Laundries" and all, as 
& matter of fact, TURNER's not even 
in our section. 


Where is he? 


He is in General. We are in Area 
Control Illegal Status, you know. 
He's not, he is not with us. 


He does Naturalization cases, 
Congressional cases. 


You know, more or less, when you 

marry your girlfriend you got to 

mut papers in for her. They do one 

type investigation to make sure you 

are married and Naturalization, you 

know, when people file for Naturalization 
and stuff like that. 
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You get. some guy filing for 
Naturalization with a criminal 
record nine sheets long. 


More or less we dress like this. 
They dress like you are now, 
jacket and tie. 


Let me ask you a question while we 
are talking about this. is there 
any way you guys can help me with 
one person getting a green card? 


To get a green card. 
Thai? 

No, he is Indian. 

He's from India. 

Yeah. 

He's here illegally now. 
Now that, ahh.. 


Alright. voes he have a skilled job? 
Does he work? 


He is a manager. 
He is a manager? 
He is a top manager. 


We are going to have to pull some 
papers for him, you know, we are 
going to have to make him like, er, 
labor certification. And we can 
keep him here that way with labor 
certification, which you know you 
sign. Here, he's my manager and 
he does good work, but you see what 
it is with labor certifications: 
Let me tell you this, With labor 
certifications we find guys all the 
time and we lock them up becau: . the 
guy is certified as an auto me:‘ianic 
or a cab company. 
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And he's washing cars in a car wash. 
No, my guy's a manager. 
Right. 


But that's a no-no, and his labor 
certification is gone. 


What's a no-no? 
When you catch him car washing. 
Yeah, right. 


And he is supposed to be fixing car 
motors. 


When you say labor certifications, 
is that what I hear about sponsoring 
like that? 

Yeah. 


More or less. 


We tried doing it for a manager once 
and it was no good. ? 


Well, you know what the problem is. 


. 


But you see, you didn't have a hook. 
Yeah, right. 

There is an overabundance of everything. 
I am a nice hook, you know. 


Any kind of profession you can think 

of, except doctors and dentists. A 

load of them unemployed, you put in 

a labor cert and they go, they check 

their statistics. They say, Jesus, there's 2° 
American citizens who qualify to do 

this job so we'll deny his labor 

certificate. 


Right. Right. 
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JM That's the whole thing. Now managers... 
(one second interpose) ... there is so 
many of everything unemployed. 


DR You ought to have some dinner on us a 
couple of times, ha, ha, you know, we 
can do the same hook. 


JM The thing what you got to do.... 
DR I don't know if you guys like, er, 


basketball or hockey tickets, we can 
get a lot of them. 


JV We will see, you know, there's..... 

DR I mean stuff like that. I give them 
out to all my friends.

outrageous. 
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Two thousand bucks. 
Is it $2,000? 


Because you got to remember, if we 
get him a green card, and we can't 
get it through labor certification, 
now we get, we get the run of the 
whole place, but it's just the matter 
of having a, make sure we're in the 
right spot at the right time, and 
then we got to make a file up for 
the guy. We are going to run all 
this stuff through and we gotta make 
sure that these little white pieces 
of paper get to Washington and 
everything fits in nice, and that's 
that's not easy. 


The labor certification investigation 
would be something like a guy in 
General Investigations would do, more 
or less, at times. What we got to 
try and do is we got to know who has 
the case. Then we got to ask them 

if we can work it more or less, you 
know. (l-second Unintelligible) 


We don't even have to say, we have to 
work it, we can just take it, you know, 
sign it out to ourselves, for special 
interests sake. 


Special interests, you know. We know 
the guy. 


And, er, because according to you, he 
has tried to get it, so if he has 
tried to get it and it has been denied 
and all, he does not have any file 
number.

I think I know what you are talking 
about. 


You know his girlfriend works for 
the company.

mouth the size of the Nile River. 


Ha-ha-ha.

Hi John 


Sick, I might have to go in the hospital 
Saturday. 


That bad? 


Yeah. Well the doctor says, it started off 


as a kidney infection. 


Would you like something? 


Yeah, I'll have an order of fried shrimp 
and a coke. 


A what? 


An order of fried shrimp and a coke. You 
guys want anything? 


(one-second INAUDIBLE) 

Tell them to opex. it. You want anything? 
Yeah, I'll have a, I'll just have a beer. 
Beer? 

Yeah. 

I'll have a gin and tonic. 

Okay 

I've been eating too much 


Listen, the kitchen is closed. 
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It is, heavens. 


ai it , 

, okay, uh, we've discussed this 
with different people. Because 

this a . you know, a little bit big 
for us.’ 


Yeah. 


And uh, the way it boils down is, I 
would have to put the hands on the 
money myself. Now the company's 
point of view is well, we have super- 
visors who take care of this What 
they mean is, I do the hiring, so 

if I'm hiring illegal aliens, then I've 
gotta to suffer with it. And if I get 
rapped by Immigration in the store, 
then I've got to cover it. They 

said they have a supervisor to run 
the operation for them, so they don't 
have to worry about it. Who I hire, 
and what I do is my own business. So 
for them, they don't want to get 
involved. 


Yeah. 


My job depends upon my being able to 
handle my units’. I can't handle my 
units. then they'll get a supervisor 
who can. 


Right. 


But to pay money from me to 
Immigration is not worth it for them. 
Why don't I hire legal aliens to be- 
gin with, that's their point. 


Good business. 
Makes sense. 


So, their whole point of, my whole 
thing is, I have no way of putting 
myhands on money. In other words, 

I oversee the operation. But nor- 
mally, the money, physically, is out 
of my hands. 
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Touches you. 


Right. In other words, the checks 
are paid to the cashier. The... 
her and the manager writes out 

a deposit slip and deposits the 
money in the bank. I can’t touch 
that money. It would show a 
shortage in the store. 


Right. Hm. 


All I'm be doing is robbing. 


Right. 


I'm really, so that physically the 
money would have to come from my own 
pocket. Now, the whole thing is, who 
am I protecting. I've been in 
physical fights with some of these 
Thais and ail this kind of shit, and 
to be honest with you. 


Ain't worth it? 


We already converted eighty percent 
of our illegal aliens into legal 
aliens only because of that blitz 
you gave us. We've already made a 
substantial conversion. I got left 
now maybe fifty people in my whole 
crew of thirty units that you guys 
can pull and if you pulled them, I 
wouldn't be unhappy. They were the 
people I couldn't get rid of because 
they were strong :mion. So now it 
boils down to if i could put my 

hands in the money, it would be worth 
it to me so that I would never have 
to worry about Immigration again. 

Now that I can't put my hands on the 
money, I'm still unhappy about it, 
because I'd like to, ya know, work 
with you guys but.... 
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(10 SECOND PAUSE) Beer. 

Heineken, huh? Jesus. Ha, ha, ha, ha. 
Thank you. 

Coke? 

(INAUDIBLE) 

Yeah, right. 

No sweat. 

That looks awful nice. But uh. 

Not when you're working. 

Bad for your health. 


At Cobbs & Childs, those guys have 
their own worries. They have super- 
visors to dictate ya know. While 

I get paid to take care of my 
business, and, uh, they get rapped, 

it doesn't affect me in the slightest. 
I don't have to give them people. I 
don't have to cover their stores. I 
don't have to worry about shit with 
thes2 guys. Matter of fact, they 
don'c do too much hiring of these 
illegal aliens. They hire mostly 
blacks, Puerto Ricans, cause that chain 
stores on its way out. 


Yeatl.. 

And uh, what it boils down to, I've 
only got one person that I want to 
take care of. 


Yeah. I understand that. 


Just my girl and I'm willing, I was will- 
ing to cover the whole chain, just 

to protect her, you know. But in a way 
it's silly, silly, I can't put my 

hands on that kind of money. See, 

when we first started out with doin 

this, I thought that you were aftexios 
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FS (CONTINUED) 


I didn't, at that time, you weren't 
a top honcho, you were just a guy in 
the field, which is what I'm consi- 
dered as far as your (INAUDIBLE) 
this company. You got the owners. 
You got a guy like DOLAN, who runs a 
the whole shit. And uh, in a way, 
you know, we started off was, I 
figured you could do me what you 
could do as a person in the field, 
and I was going to do for you what 

I could do as a person in the field. 


Yeah. 


There are certain things which I, I 
have privileges to, you know like, 
uh, the best restaurants in 
Manhattan, that we own. You know, 
it was my privilege to go out in 
the evenings, you know. That was 
about the most that I had in mind. 


(INAUDIBLE) Yeah. 


Or the ability to offer, there was 
nothing else, you know.
